THK COMMUNISTS. 
THEIR FIRST CONVENTION. 

The Workingmen’s Party of the United 
States held ite first convention in this city last 
evening in the hall at the corner of Clark and 
Van Buren streets, the object being to put a 
ticket in the field to be voted for at the coming 
election. The Conyention proper was not a 
very large body of men, but the lookers on 
numbered fully 300, 

Samuel Coldwater called the delegates to or- 
der, and, having been appointed temporary 
Chairman by the Central Committee, his ap- 
pointment was ratified. He said there was no 
time for speeches, but he hoped and trusted 
that harmony would prevail, and that only such 
men as were members of the party would be 
nominated. 

On motion of Mr. $hilling, the following were 
appointed a committee on credentials: George 
Shilling, August Lamperman, Benjamin Zipley. 

During their absence A. R. Parsons made a 
speech. The movement, he said, was an effort 
on the part of labor to organize itself and to 
improve the condition of the toiling masses, and 
to take into their own hands the ruling of the 
country. They had thus far kept clear of poli- 
ticians, and he hoped their future action would 
be in accord with that of the past. He aliuded 
to the “degraded condition of the working- 
classes,“ saying they nad teo long permitted 
men of the Tom Scott stripe to usurp the 
authority which belonged to the people, had too 
long submitted to spoilation and plunder in the 
shape of the wages system and the competitive 
system. They had entered upon a warfare 
against starvation wages and overwork—to fix 
the price of their own labor. The movement 
was essentially a revolution one, because 
they sought to havea new orderof things— 
sought to establish the*rule that the man who 
did not work should not eat (applause); that 
those who created and produced wealth should 
own and enjoy what they created and pro- 
duced.

There are other gems almost as pure in 
the same article; indeed, the cultivated per- 
sons who write the editorials of the Times 
are as refined in words as they are in senti- 
ments. Their grammar is delicious. No 
other newspaper that we are aware of per- 
ceives and embalms the subtle charm of on 
yesterday,” on to-morrow,” etc.; and no- 
where else is there set so noble an example 
of purity, propriety, and precision as incul- 
cated by the best teachers of rhetoric. 


The indications are that the so-called Citi- 
zens’ Committoe, intrusted by the conference 
of citizens with the duty of selecting candi- 
dates for the County Board, contemplate lim- 
iting their suggestions to five persons,—just 
the number of Commissioners to be elected. 
If they persist in this course, they will sim- 
ply do mischief and no good. It is absurd 
to expect that all the party conventions will 
accept this dictation, and it is not likely that 
any one of the conventions will consent to 
nominate five persons thus suggested, a part 
of whom will be Democrats and a part of 
them Republicans. If the conclave of citi- 
zens propose to run their five candidates, re- 
gardless of the action of the regular conven- 
tions, the most they can accomplish will be 
to divide up the respectable and taxpaying 
vote, and thus make possible the election 
of objectionable men who might oth- 
erwise be defeated. The situation is too 
grave and the necessity too urgent for secur- 
ing able and honest men for all five vacan- 
cies in the County Board to take any such 
risk; and if the citizens who have met to- 
gether persist in this course the integrity of 
their motives may well- be doubted. We 
have already pointed out to them how they 
may be of practical assistance to the cause 
of reform. By suggesting the names of, 
say, twenty-five men, about equally divided 
between Democrats and Republicans, all of 
whom shall command universal confidence, 
they may prevail upon the different conven- 
tions to select their candidates from this list, 
according to political preferences. In that 
case the success of either party would secure 
proper men for the County Board. But it is 
too much like “ running a corner” on the 
Board for twenty or thirty citizens to get 
together and nominate five men for the five 
vacancies. Twenty or thirty other citizens 
might do the same thing with equal right 
and force, and such action will only jeopard- 
ize the interests of the taxpayers. 


THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY CONVENTION. 
A very good suggestion has been made for 
the purpose of reversing the usual order of 
nominations in the Republican County Con- 
vention this fall. Itis proposed, instead of 
nominating County Treasurer, County Clerk, 
and so on, leaving the Judges and County 
Commissioners to the last, that the Judges 
and Commissioners be nominated first and 
the other officers afterwards. The advantage 
of this procedure is obvious. The positions 
of Treasurer and Clerk, being the most re- 
munerative and desirable, excite the live- 
liest competition and the greatest personal 
interest, while those of Judges and Commis- 
sioners are recognized as being of greater 
importance to the general public welfare. It 
is probable that this year there will be even 
a more pronounced rivalry than usual for the 
nominations for Treasurer and Clerk, and it 
is not unlikely that the Convention will be di- 
vided into strong personal factions over these 
positions. If the spirit of contention shall 
become fierce in the early part of the Con- 
vention, it will also extend to the other 
nominations. But it is essentially important 
that no personal strife shall determine the 
nominations for Judges and Commissioners, 
but that the spirit of harmony, sentiment of 
concession, and consideration of the public 
welfare shall govern the choice of men who 
shall administer the public justice and public 
m of the county. To assure such 
wisdom in choice it will be necessary to dis- 
pose of these places before the Convention 
can be divided into factions over personal 
claims. As the most important of the public 
to be filled, the nominations for 
Judges and Contmissioners should properly 
take precedence. 
In considering the work the County Con- 
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cause we desire to avoid even the impression

of having an interest in any particular per- 
son or persons. Tax Trrpune does not de- 
sire to dictate a single nomination, but it 
demands squarely that all the nominations 
shall be unexceptionable as a basis for its sup- 
port of the ticket. 

One or two circumstances will illustrate 
the effect which this sentiment is 
sure to have on the result of the election. 
A couple of years ago the Democrats elected 
their candidate for City Treasurer by a large 
majority, though the Republican ticket asa 
whole was successful. A year ago the Demo- 
crats elected their candidate for Sheriff, while 
the Republicans elected their candidates for 
State's Attorney and other positions. These 
are indications of the average disposition 
nowadays to vote independently in local 
elections, and to choose the man in each 
case who is thought to be best fitted for the 
office. for which he is a candidate. But 
there is another circumstance, to which we 
direct the attention of a number of gentle- 
men who are making desperate personal ef- 
forts to secure their own nomination by 
the Republican Convention, viz.: Mr. 
Tom last year carried Cook County 
by over 3,000 majority, and the Democratic 
candidate for Governor by over 1,000 ma- 
jority. This fact shows that a Republican 
nomination is by no means equivalent to an 
election; and the candidates who are seeking 
to force themselves upon the Convention, if 
they shall be successful, may simply drag 
down the Republican party and insure their 
own defeat. 

On mere party grounds, there is certainly 
more promise of Republican success this 
fall than there was a yeer ago,—partly on 
account of the excellent influence of Presi- 
dent Hares’ Administration, partly because 
it was the local Republican organization that 
reformed city affairs, and partly be- 
cause the Democrats are inclined to make 
common cause with the Communists and 
give them representatives among the 
County Commissioners. But these advantages 
will count for nothing in the face of a weak 
or objectionable ticket. The taxpayers and 
good citizens who are interested in securing 
a reform of county affairs must not forget 
that their success will depend more upon 
their activity at the primaries than at the 
polls, To secure a good ticket it will be 
necessary to secure a good Convention; and 
to secure a good Convention it will be nec- 
essary to put in a large attendance at the 
primaries, rout the cliques that will be found 
there in the interest of the various self-con- 
stituted candidates, and elect as delegates 
men of good character and judgment, who 
are not committed to any candidate for any 
office, but who will be governed in the Con- 
vention solely by considerations of the public 
welfare. We warn the public that in this 
way along can the Republican party be made 
the agent for reforming county abuses, 


VALUATION AND TAXATION OF CHICAGO 
PROPERTY. 

The State Board of Equalization finished 
its labors last week, with resulis relatively 
more favorable to Cook County than usual, 
and decidedly fairer to those who happen to 
do business under the name and style of a 
corporation. For these results we think 
Messrs. Root, Czasz, and Nrenorr, the mem- 
bers from Cook County, are entitled to a 
large share of the credit. They met the 
country members in a conciliatory spirit, 
which found a response in the disposition to 
treat Cook County and the corporations more 
fairly than last year. The additions to val- 
uations were very decided,—the personal 
property valuation beifig increased 57 per 
cent, the lands outside the city limits 63 per 
cent, antl the city lots 35 per cent,—or 
an average increase of 51 per cent. But, 
relatively, the increase was about 16 per 
cent less than last year. The improvement 
shows some slight disposition on the part of 
the country members to abandon the notion, 
which has prevailed so many years, to the 
effect that Cook County wes a fat goose, to 
be plucked for the benefit of the rest of the 
State. 

The Board also took a new departure in 
construing the law for the taxation of rail- 
road capital stock. Heretofore the practice 
has been to estimate the value of tangible 
property on some common basis, as if weigh- 
ed or measured, whereby an equal amount 
of railroad iron en a prosperous road and on 
a bankrupt road would be valued at the 
same figure; tifis valuation of the tangible 
property was then deducted from the 
assessed value of the capital stock and an 
additional tax levied on the difference. The 
new process has, been to value the tangible 
property at what it is actually worth in the 
place where it ig found and under the uses 
actually made of it; the aggregate thus as- 
certained was then compared with the mar- 
ket value of the capital stock, representing 
the investment in tangible property, and in 
nearly all cases it has been found that the 
actual market value of the capital stock was 
about equal to the aggregate value of the 
tangible property. The consequence is that 
railroad property has escaped double taxa- 
tion. The benefit of this new system 
is that the railroads will pay as large 


a tax as before, if not larger, but will have no 


provocation to resist and litigate the matter 
in court on account of the taxation of capital 
stock in addition to the tangible property. 
The same system has been followed in the 
valuation of other corporations, except in 
those cases where a franchise carries with it 
a monopoly, as in the case of a street rail- 
road or a gas company, which gives it a 
special value over and above the tangible 
property owned by the corporation. As a 
rule, however, the State Board this year has 
proceeded upon the principle that a franchise 
naturally attaches itself and becomes a part 
of the tangible property which it covers, and, 
in taxing the latter, the former - is taxed at 
the same time. This is the true principle, 
and a proper construction of the law. 

The completion of the State Board's 
equalization enables the estimate of the rate 
of taxation which Chicago property-owners 
will have to pay this year.” The total valua- 
tion of real and personal property within the 
city limits is $128,002,857, and the valua- 
tion of corporations and railroads will proba- 
bly bring it up to about $130,000,000. The 
tax levied by the city is $4,026,642, which 
will make the rate of the city tax about 3.09 
percent. The valuation of all city property 
last year was $168,038,178 and the tax-levy 
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ost 1 per cent higher than they 
is mainly owing to the

The City Council did not succeed, 
however, in reducing this year’s levy much 
below last year’s, which was over $1,000,000 
less than the levy of the year before, and 
the County Board exacts the fpll constitu- 
tional limit of 75 cents on $100, as it will 
continue to do so long as the present Ring is 
permitted to run county affairs.

This being the case, 
we are not surprised to learn that if there 
ever was a person born into this hard world 
with the tastes and instincts of a gentleman, 
that person was Wuuum C. Gan“; 
that “his aspirations for the artis- 
tically beautiful were boundless and 
exacting; that his disposition was so 
amiable and gentle that he wished to 
include all people whom he loved, and they 
were many, in the circle of those who were 
to enjoy what he enjoyed,—a diffusive, hos- 
pitable soul. In a good sense, alieni appe- 
tens, sui profusus. During the time of his 
forgeries we are informed that daily, month- 
ly, yearly, the man’s distress became more 
and more terrible. This was obvious to his 
intimates, but the why and wherefore of his 
suffering remained concealed.

He bdetook himself to the 
fascinating crime of forgery because only in this 
crime did he see the means of compelling society 
to recognize his demands. That these demands 
were not legitimate, that his offense was great. are 
truisms which cannot be opposed. But the man is 
explained. and, although we may none the less con- 
demn, we may to a certain extent forgive. 

Now, what does all this mean? Simply 
that Mr. Gruman could smile and smile 
and be a villain.” If his friend had written 
his tribute truthfully he would have said 
something to this effect: ‘‘If ever there 
was a person born into this world with the 
tastes and instincts of a gentleman, that per- 
son was WILIAM C. Gruman, and if ever 
there was a person who completely dis- 
graced and belied the tastes and instincts 
with which he was born, it was this same 
Wiis C. Gruman, for he was born a gen- 
tleman and turned out a scoundrel. His as- 
pirations for the artistically beautiful were 
boundless and exacting; so much so, in fact, 
thatit was only possible to gratify them by 
the noble art of forgery. His disposition 
was so amiable and gentle that he wished all 
people whom he loved to help him enfoy 
what he stole from his associates in business. 
He was a diffusive, hospitable soul so long 
as the largess which he bestowed was 
filched from other people’s pockets, He 
betook himself to the fascinating practice of 
raising $250 in serip to $2,500 
and imitating other persons’ chirog- 
raphy at the bottom of checks and drafts 
because only in this way did he see the 
means of compelling society to recognize 
his mands. The man is thus explained, 
anc’. ..suhough we may condemn him, we may 
to a certain extent forgive him, but it will be 
hard to forgive society, from whom he stole, 
for not recognizing his beautiful, tender, and 
emotional nature, and his artistic aspirations. 
He should, however, go to the Penitentiary, 
where, althougu the opportunities for a dif- 


fusive, hospitable soul are somewhat re- 


stricted, society will no longer be compelled 
to recognize his demands.” 

Any other view of Mr. Gruman’s case is 
simply maudlin. His sympathizer in this 
instance belongs to a class in society which 
seeks to make forgery, and all that class of 
crimes, respectable. This sympathy with 
crime is the dry rot of society. It is almost 
as bad as the crime itself. The sympathizer 
is criminally guilty to the extent that his 
sympathy induces thé criminal to violate the 
laws; and if some punishment could be de- 
vised for class of sympathizers with 
scoundrels we should hear less of their 
depredations upon the property of others.

THE RESOURCES OF AFRICA. 

A visionary named Watson has devised a 
scheme for the building of a railway in 
Africa. The Valley of the Niger seems to 
him just the spot for his purposes. Stretch- 
ing away for 4,000 miles, from the Atlantic 
to the Indian Ocean, there is a fertile belt 
from 400 to 1,000 miles in width, the re- 
sources of which yet undeveloped. It 
embraces the 1 Soudan country, which 
is said to be a land flowing with milk and 
honey; and the population of the whole 
territory is roughly estimated at 50,000,000 
of souls. On the north is the Desert of 
Sahara, which, in spite of its manifold ter- 
rors, is still traversed by caravans bound to 
and from the Promised Land. On the south 
is the unknown region which Sranigy 
has of late done so much to open 
up to exploration and commerce. From 
Monrovia, in Liberia, to Kano, the chief city 
of Soudan, is a distance of 1,500 miles; be- 
yond, at the end of the route, lie Abyssinia 
and the Indian Ocean. What a country 
for a railroad,” reflected Mr. Avausrus 
Watson, as he studied the map and read tle 
descriptions of travelers; and forthwith 
there sprung from his head a scheme,“ 
fully equipped, for supplying the want of, 
the Africans and developing the resquroes 
of the country.” Mr. Watson asks the Con- 
gress of the United States to vote a subsidy 
of $50,000 for a preliminary survey of the 
proposed route. When this has been done, it 
will be comparatively an easy matter to form a

Whether Mr. Warson's scheme succeeds at 
present or not, he would be a rash man who 
ghould venture to predict that it is imprac- 
tioable. When that country needs a rail- 
road, and is able to pay for it, the railroad 
will be built without legislative aid. Perhaps 
fifty years hence, possibly in less time, the 
shrick of the iron horse will be 
heard on the plains of the Soudan. 
The English are a wonderfully ad- 
venturous people. They have girdled 
Africa about with their settlements. In 
their wake follow the phlegmatic Germans, 
who possess staying qualities of a su- 
perior kind. They secure to England what 
the travelers of that country discover. The 
two nationalities constitute but one race, in 
its origin and characteristics truly Teutonic, 
and they are every year, almost every day, 
pushing the limits of civilization farther 
along in the territory of Barbarism. These 
pioneers will not long leave the Soudan un- 
molested ; and when they find its maize, its 
cotton, tobacco, coffee, rice, and other prod- 
ucts in demand by the rest of the world, 
they will provide sufficient means to bring 
the common carrier into the heart of the 
continent. 

THE FALL TRADE IN CHICAGO. 

Never perhaps in the history of Chicago 
has this city contained at one time so mamy 
visitors as during the last twenty days. On 
many days the hotels of all grades, even those 
in the remote parts of the city, and the pri- 
vate boarding-houses, were crowded, most 
of them having to resort to placing cots in 
the halls; and the restaurants and dining- 
rooms were packed to overflowing. The re- 
sources of the hackmen and livery-men were 
pushed to their utmost to furnish transpor- 
tation, and the parks and boulevards were 
crowded as they have never been before. 
The weather was charming, and the whole 
city presented a scene of activity and ani- 
mation which was extraordinary even in 
Chicago. The West—from Dakota and 
Wyoming to Kansas and Arkansas, and all 
the intermediate States—was represented 
here, not mertly by visitors seeking pleasure, 
but mostly by traders and dealers. The 
wholesale trade which began in August and 
has kept up with greatly-increased vigor has 
during the last twenty days largely exceeded, 
in the amount and value of goods sold, 
as well as in the number of purchasers, the 
trade of any month in this city in any former 
year. The area of territory from which these 
purchasers came embraced the whole North- 
western States and Territories, and various 
parts of Kentucky and Tennessee. They 
embraced dealers in all descriptions of 
goods,—dry goods, millinery, and fancy 
articles, groceries, woolen cloths and blank- 
ets, glass and crockery, paints and oils, 
carpets and oil-cloths, and upholstery 
goods of all kinds, boots and shoes, hats, 
furs, and robes, clothing; men’s and women’s 
underwear, jewelry, plated-ware, clocks and 
watches, furniture, wooden and basket ware, 
hardware in all its branches, tools and imple- 
ments, pianos and other musical instruments, 
lumber, hard coal, selections of books and 
music for family use, etc. 

The increase of sales was confined to no 
line of trade, and the buyers who had never 
purchased here before represented all 
branches of business. The secret of this 
revival and expansion of trade is the 
fact that the whole area of country 
tributary to Chicago is filled with money, 
or the equivalents of money. There has 
been an unexampled general crop, the land 
is filled with grain, and the live-stock prod- 
uct will in due season be as generous as the 
yield of grain. There is a market for all this 
crop,—for every bushel of grain and for 
every pound of beef and pork. After feed- 
ing the country liberally, there will be a vast 
surplus to sell te other lands; nota grain 
will be lost—there is a market waiting for all 
there is to spare. Thus enriched by a prolific 
production, with a ready market for its sale, 
the agricultural community have the means to 
purchase liberally of all things which they 
need and which they do not produce. For 
their farms they can obtain everything 
needed for enlarged cultivation and greater 
productions, For their homes they can 
purchase all things neéded to intrease tha 
comforts and conveniences of their families ; 
new buildings can be erected and furnished, 
new fences, barns, and cribs can be built, 
additional stock can be obtained, dwellings 
can be repainted, new carpets and furniture 
can be bought, and homes can be made more 
comfortable, beautiful, and complete. 

As an indication of the general prosperity, 
and the improved condition of the country 
surrounding Chicago, it may be added that 
during September and the first week of Oc- 
tober several hundred bridal parties from 
the country came to Chicago to spend their 
honeymoon. This is certainly a promising 
sign of the revival of business. 

The prosperity of the agricultural popula- 
tion is in strong contrast with’ that of the 
mechanical and manufacturing population ; 
the one has produced quantities and values 
never previously equaled, and has a market 
for their sale. The other has worked on 
limited time, with a reduced number of oper- 
atives, and produced much less than usual, 
but still in excess.of the demand. Its mar- 
ket is limited. After; supplying the neigh- 
borhood, its business is ended. While the

more than they want, the surplus is a loss. 
The fact that there is no employment, and 
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and then have from one hundred millions to 
tour hundred millions of dollars of products 
to sell to other people in other lands, then 
their surplus products, like those of the 
farmers, would mark their prosperity. If 
thus emancipated,—freed from the legal 
restrictions which compel them to produce 
only for a limited market and for a popula- 
tion largely out of employment,—they could 
furnish work and wages. for all the labor that 
offered, they would clothe and feed the 
hundreds of thousands who are now idle; 
they, would put money into the hands of 
millions who _now have none with which to 
buy their products, thus increasing the 
home consumption, and of course the home 
market. 

Nature has been bountiful to the American 
people, She has blessed us with every va- 
riety of soil and varied degrees of tempera- 
ture, capable of producing not only food and 
fruits, but nearly all the raw materials used 
in manufactures. We have vast deposits of 
minerals, including the precious metals; we 
have inexhaustible cosl-fields and vast for- 
-ests; we have a thorough system of trans- 
portation. With cheap food, abundant fuel, 
all the raw materials, and skilled labor, why 
should we not combine these and manufac- 
ture goods without reference to geographical 
lines and political boundaries? Why should 
we limit our sales to this country? Why not 
produce everything that our labor can 
fashion out of our materials, and with our 
machinery, and sell it wherever we can find 
a purchaser? Let those who witness: the 
comparative condition of the agricultural 
and of the manufacturing populations find 
therein a striking exhibit of the impoverish- 
ing policy of restricting labor, under the 
fraudulent pretext of protecting it.

© THE ELECTION IN FRANCE. 

One week from to-day a new Assembly 
will be chosen in France. Since the dissolu- 
tion in June the country has been in a fer- 
ment, and as the day approaches the excite- 
ment increases. Popular feeling probably 
runs higher in France than it did in the 
United States just before our last Presi- 
dential election. ° The situation there is even 
more critical than was the situation during 
the sitting of the Electoral Commission here. 
On the one side are President MacManon 
and his Cabinet, sullen, obstinate, and un- 
scrupulous ; on the other, a large majority 
of the people of France, very cautious this 
time, but also, it may appear, very firm. 
The two parties confront each other as 
skilled combatants, each desiring to*know 
the other’s strength, and each fearing to pro- 
voke an exhibition of it. The Marshal- 
President has, indeed, ventured farther in 
this direction than was patriotic or pru- 
dent. His manifesto was an aggravation 
of an injury already great enough. If it was 
intended, however, to drive the Republicans 
into indiscretion, it failed of its purpose. 
Their patience has been, in view of the his- 
tory of French revolutions, the most notice- 
able fact of the canvass. 

The gravity of the situation commends it 

to the attention of thoughtful men. The at- 
titude of the Marshal is so arrogant that a 
peaceful solution of the difficulties is all but 
impossible. He will not resign, or rule ac- 
cording to constitutional methods. He de- 
mands as the price of his obedience to the 
will of the people” an Assembly organized 
ashe dictates. This is a contradiction in 
terms. The election of an Assembly such as 
he desires would not secure his obedience to 
the people, but the obedience of the people 
to him; the use of the phrase will of the 
people” in such a connection is a mere 
finesse in expression. What the ‘Marshal 
desires, he cannot have; what he can have, 
he rejects beforehand. He invites the al- 
ternative of a popular abdication of sovereign 
rights, or a coup detat:. With a rashness 
which only a soldier-politician could con- 
ceive, he has made it impossible for either 
party to yield without humiliation. If the 
Republicans return a small majority, he pro- 
poses to trample on and disregard it; if a 
large majority, he will undertake to change 
the Government in fact, if notin form. The 
Republicans, on the other hand, must pro- 
tect the rights of the majority, or confess 
that constitutional government has ceased 
to exist in France. 
The circumstances attending canvass 
show that Marshal MacManon not un- 
derstand the first principles of Republican 
institutions. While working through the 
forms adopted in free and enlightened En- 
gland. —such as a dissolution and a formal 
appeal to the people,—he has used the 
methods of Central Africa. His proceedings 
against GamBeTra were tyrannical. His 
manifesto was an act of usurpation. His 
threat of violence was treason. This is not 
an ‘affair for a plebiscite. The people are 
not asked to ratify a wrong already consum- 
mated, but to acquiesce in one that is con- 
templated. Moreover, the question is not 
solely one of constitutional interpretation. 
The supreme right of the people to have a 
representative Government is involved, and, 
if this is not conceded, the Constitution is 
not worth the paper it is written on. 

The commotion in France next § 
will not, therefore, be without sufficient 
cause. The day will decide the fate of the 
nation. The voting population is probably 
as large as our own, since the qualifications 
are less rigid and there are fewer foreigners 
in the country. The temper of the people 
will be tried severely after the result is 
known, and the conflict between the Execu- 
tive and the Legislature begins; but there 
is no reason why the election itself 
should not pass off quietly. Local dis- 
turbances, however frequent, are not 
likely to be serious. What the result 
will be no cautious observer will care at this 
day to predict. The Republicans still boast

EPISCOPALIANS. 


Proceedings of the Fourth Day of the 
Triennial Convention. 

Boston, Oct. 6.—The Triennial Episcopal 
Convention had only one on to-day. 
Chief-Justice Waite made his a rance to- 
day. The Rev. Mr. Taill, Secretary t@the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, was introduced, 
and said the English Church was in full sym- 
pathy with the Church of this country. 

Hamilton Fish was added to the Committee 
on Amendments to the Constitution. 

Mr. Hill, of California, offered amendments 
to the Constitution, which were referred. The 
first was: It would be unwise to change the 
name of the Protestant Episcopal Church, as it 
was time-honored. The second was to strike 
out the word four“ in the second article of the 
Constitution and substitute two.“

„Low Church” party distinctively. Two are 
ol the Broad Church” stripe—the eloquent 
Bishop of Rhode Island leading this infinitessi- 
mal section. .Among the leading High Church 
Bishops are Potter of New York, McCosky of 
Michigan, Whittingham of Maryland, Kip 8 
California, Quintard of Tennessee, Doane Sf 
Albany, and ferry of lowa. The Low Church 
leaders are Smith of Kentucky, the Presiding 
Bishop; Lee of Delaware, Bedell of Ohio, 
Stevens of Pennsylvania, Whittle of Virginia, 
and Vail of Kansas. Among the more 
moderate class are Atkingon of Nortna 
Carolina, Kerfoot of Pittsburg, Littlejohn 
of Long Island, and Beckwith of Geor- 
gia. As a body, the Bishops are disposed 
to be conservative, and it cannot be expected 
that their final action will give aid and comfort 
to either of the extreme factions, but the party- 
lines are drawn so tightly as to make serious 
disputes inevitable. There is great doubt 
whether they can be brought to favor the crea- 
tion of Archbishoprics or any greater latitude to 
the ritualists; but they may favor the change of 
name. In their General Convention, beld during 
the Rebellion, the Southern Bishops voted to 
style themselves “The Amerfan Catholic 
Church,” and it is understood that they will 
now stand as à unit on this nt. With the 
help they may gather from Northern prelates 
thev 1 expect to be successful. 

The House of Clerical and Lay Deputies is 
rather a High Church body, so far as its clergy 
are concerned, but the laymen (who have an 
1 vote on all disputed questions) are decid- 

ly conservative. Great freedom of debate is 
allowed there. and some exciting scenes are an- 
ticipated at Boston. The Low Church party is 
bold and oppressive, and indisposed to allow the 
ritualistic agitators any advantage. Even the 
defection of the Reformed Episcopal element 
does not seem to have material M weakened 
them. Their great strength lies in Virginia, 
Kentucky, and other Southern dioceses. In the 
former State Bishop Meade used frequently to 
confirm candidates in a black gown, and rarely 
wore the Episcopal robes. Many of the clergy 
there now use that service, and sometimes 
preach and administer the communion in 
a black gown. Yet these things may change. It 
isnot many years since similar customs pre- 
vailed in some localities not far from New York, 
The late Rev. Dr. Moore, of Richmond, once sur- 

rised the congregation of St. Luke’s Church, 
seville, by entering church during the even- 
ing service, stepping over the chancel rails, lay- 
ing his umbrella and hat on the altar, and 
settling himself down comfortably ina chair in- 
tended solely fora Bishop’s use. The story is 
told, too, of a clergyman who offici by invi- 
tation in St. Paul’s Church in this city, some 
years ago, who wore his surplice up to the 
prayer desk, carrying his black gown on his 
arm, and who astonished the congregation by 
attempting to change his vestments behind the 
pulpit, and became so inextricably entangled that 
the services of one of the wardens were neces- 
sary to right him. 

In relation to the Low Church party a curious 
legend prevails. In old times practices were 
loose enough, but “high and diy” doctrines 
prevailed. Theclergy stuck stoutly to their 
apostolic successions, and would not fraternize 
with other denominations. Finally, there rose 
up the Rev. Johu Prentiss Kewley, Rector of St. 
George's Church inthis city, an earnest preach 
erand devout man, who insisted on greater 
liberties, and by his personal earnestness and 
magnetism, drew others to his way of thinking, 
aud finally founded the Low Church party. At 
the zenth of his fame heastounded both friends 
and foes by ahandoning the communion of the 
Episcopal Church and joining the Roman Ca‘b- 
olic body. Finally, he seiled or Europe, and 
then (so the legend runs) informed a contiden- 
tial friend that he had been a Jesuit Father be- 
fore be took orders in the Episcopal Church, 
and that his mission had been to divide and dis- 
integrate the Chufch of his temporary adoption. 
This is tne story as believed and quoted by the 
High Church authorities to this day. 

in the last thirty vears there has been a 
decided advance in Ritualism throughout the 
Episcopal Church, even the Low Church clergy 
aud laity not disdaining the use of crosses, 
stained glass, and such architectural aids to 
devotion as the times suggest. The old-fash- 
ioned three-decker “ reading-desk, pulpit, and 
communion-table, that once towered upon high 
at the chancel end of the churches, has 
disappeared, and with it the general use of the 
black gown. The surplice has assumed its 
place as a priestly robe, aud a church without it 
would be a * In this city the predominat- 
ing influence of Trinity Church, its chapels and 
numerous dependencies, has done much to ad- 
vance High Church ideas and practices, and the 
Low Church clergy of the Diocese find no repre- 
sentation in th standing committee, delegates 
to tbe General Convention, and other honorable 
positions, In this connection an effort is to be 
made at the approaching General Convention to 
secure minority representation from such dio- 
ceses as are divided by party opiniop.

With activity in mercantile circles throughout the 
city, and increasing counter transactions, the banks 
continue to exhibit the almost contradictory spec- 
tacle of a discount business that is nothing more 
than moderate. The financial requirements of the 
business community have been light so far during 
the present season, owing to the large private cap- 
ital ‘possessed by the firms to which the great bulk 
of the trade has fallen, and to the growth of the 
cash and short-time style of doing business. The 
last two or three days have seen indications of an 
increase in the offerings of mercantile paper, and 
the banks expect more liberal patronage this month 
than last. The demands of the country for the 
loan of city capital have continued very steady for 
many weeks, and, although rediscounts have not 
been quite so heavy this week as last, they are not 
materiaily below the average. 

Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent at the 
banks to regular customers. On the street good 
call loans are negotiated at 5 per cent, and first- 
class time loans at 6@7 per cent. 

The country orders for currency are lighter, 

New York*exchange was sold between banks at 
75c@$1 00 per 1, 000 discount.

CLEARINGS OF PRINCIPAL CITIES. 

The Public of last week, in giving its accustomed 
summary of the clearings of the banks of the prin- 
cipal cities, says that during the month of Sep- 
tember business was remarkably good in spots. 
While some localities “gained largely, others lost. 
even in comparison with the notable dullness of 
September, 1576. It becomes more clear that 
every day that whatever of reviving prosperity we 
can yet discern is due to the marketing of a cep- 
tionally large crop of grain. In the South and 
Southwest, including St. Louis, proofs of increased 
activity are lacking, and recent storms have ren- 
dered the prospect less clear. East of the Alie- 
ghanies business improves wherever the grain goes 
in larger quantity, namely, at New York ana Bai- 
timore, but declines everywhere else. The iron 
and coal business make little progress, unless the 
last week's transactions at Pittsburg are a sign of 
improvement. On the Pacific coast there has been 
large advance of late, but only recent gal in com- 
parison with last year's operations. But the North- 
west, and especially Milwaukee, Chicago, and 
Kansas City show a real and large improvement. 
At Milwaukee, especially, owing to the short crop 
last year, the gain appears extraordinarily large, 
being nearly 117 per centum for the last week and 
70 per centum for the last month.“ 

FAVORABLE INDICATIONS OF THE LONDON 
CLEARINGS. 


The London Ecagomist turns like the Public to 


the returns of the Clearing-House, and finds in the 
report of the London Clearing-House some signs, 
though faint in character, which lead to the idea 
that a revival in business may be looked for. The 
Clearing-House returns, which have declined for 
three years past, show signs of improvement. 


The improvement is too recent and too slight 
to bnild on it any distinct opinion that the long 
continued stagnation of the last few years has 
passed entirely away; and we are far from imply- 
ing that it justifies any immediate expectation of a 
rapiti revival of trade. But at all events, it is sat- 
isfactory that the retrograde moyement of the last 
three years has been checked, whether the im- 
provement prove temporary or no. During exactly 
the same time that this improvement has been go- 
ing on in the Clearing-House returns, a curious 
diminution has taken place in the note circulation 
of the Bank of England, which may imply that 
influences are at work in rathara contrary direc- 
tion.

Cornbusch gives a letter from Adelaide, Australia, 
dated Aug. 9, which says. The growing crop 
looks very promising indeed, and, if the season 
ends as well as it hag begun, we shall] probably have 
from 8,500,000 to 10,000,000 bu wheat available 
for exportation. 

During the first six days of October the receipts 
of wheat, according to the inspection, were 3,358 
cars, against 1,751 cars for the same time in 1876, 
and 1,970 cars in 1875, and 3, 202 cars in 1874. 
The inspection in last week is equal to 1. 250, 250 
bu. 
previous week 2,998 bu were inspected in. The 
quantity of this crop inspected out of stone last 
week is 660,000 bu larger than in any previous 
one. 

The leading produce markets were unsteady 
Saturday, with trading in spasms ot activity. There 
was not much done in provisions, and they aver- 
Aged easier. Oats were also easier. Wheat was 
strong, being at times quite excited, and corn was 
a shade firmer in sympathy, while barley was again 
firm, ugtwithstanding the fact that receipts were 
again large. Freights were again quoted up, both 
byslake and Erie Canal. 

The position of the dry-goods market was not 
essentialiy different from that previously noted. A 
satisfactory degree of activity was apparent on all 
sides, and the aggregate distribution fell very little 
below that of the earlier days of the week, Noth- 
ing occurred to disturb valuea, which throughout 
the list were steady and firm. Jobbers of grocer- 
ies had a fairly active day.

BASE-BALL. 
WHAT THE PLAYERS HAVE DONE. 

The championship season of 1877 was formally 
brought to a close yesterday by the decision of 
the twelfth game between the Chicago and 
Louisville Clubs. The relative standing of all 
the clabs in the race has for some time been ab- 
sotutely determined, and consequently there ro- 
mains only one thing to settle before shunting 
the game into winter quarters. That one thing 
is considered of the highest importance by the 
players, who look at its figures with an eager in- 
terest impossible to be conceived by an outsider. 
The figures referred to are those which go to 
make up the season’s average of players, and 
which show, as far as any figures can, the rela- 
tive abilities of the men,—tbeir capital,—their 
stock in trade, as it were. The first 
item is of course the bat ting, based 
on the number of dase- hits and their 
proportion to times at bat. The question as to 
how many players should be included in the list 
of those who have played for the championship 
of the United States is, for the purposes of this 
paper, settled by refusing to reeognize any 
service in, or games against, the Cincinnati 
Club. It bas been the position of Tax Trinuns 
from the first that the various and sundry Cin- 
cinnati Clabs have none of them held member- 
ship in the League, and there seems no reason 
why, if Cineinuati games are not to be counted 
in the general club record, they should affect 
personal averages. It is now universally ad- 
mitted that these games do not count toward 
the championship; they are therefore omitted 
from the following averages, which are the per- 
ſoi mances of the men in the which have 
decided the championship, with this exception, 
that the two tie games are counted. The 
League Secretary made this precedent last 

; that is the reason they are put 

. Ferther, Tas Tripone does not 
wish to claim that these figures are the sume as 
those which will de given in the official book by 
the League next March. These are 
made up from printed tabies, almost invariably 
from the St. Louis Globe the Louis- 
ville Cowrter-Journal, the Boston Herald, Tur 
Ontcaco: Tano, and such reports from 
Brooklyn as the reporter could lay hands on. 
It is proper here to say that in many cases the 
figures given will be smaller than those in the 
League Secretary’s book. For this reason: 
Some scorers have a habit of tampering with 
the figures so asto raise up friends and put 
down enemies. That sort of thing does not 
appear in the news scores, but it does in 
the private cial scores. To a certain 
eXtent, therefore, the pewspaper scoreg are the 
most trustworthy. It is hard to draw 
the line at what number of games with 
a club entitles a player to pear in 
its list, but in this of averages it has been 
set at three, mainly because it was so in these 
columns last season. Following is the table of 
batting ave showing the player’s rank in 
the prulesston. games he has played in (in- 
cluding ties but not counting Cinciunati games), 
the runs he has made, his times at bat, and then 
the test of merit, his percentage of base-bits to 
times at bat. To this is added, for purposes of 
comparison, the player’s record for 1876, taken 
from the League book: 


BATTING RECORD For 1877. 
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It is 
out of its way to perform on a born, even 
though it be reasonable so to do: but it may be 
pardoned for saying that in 1875 it printed the 
averages on the ymorning following the last 
game of the season, something never before 
thought of. Last year it printed the averages on 
the next day but one, and they were, the writer 
believes, tùhe first immediate publication based 
on times at bat. This season a further improve- 
ment is made, and not oulv the batting but also 
the fieldirg averages are given in full twelve 
hours after the close of the last game. Perhaps 
some one else may be doing the same thing, but if 
he is he will find it the toughest job in figures 
he ever struck. It is a trifle more laborious than 
computing the movements of a new comet. 
After finishing the job, the writer moves that 
Secretary Young, who does the work for the 
League, have his salary doubled. It don't 
make any difference what gets now; if he 
has togo through with all those figures, he 
ought to have twice as much. 
THE LAST GAME OF THE SEASON. 
The Chirago management, who had boped to 
roduce a phenomenon in Reis, have failed. He 
2 no phenomenon. Phenomenoas, as a rule. — 
in fact all of them so far,—are successful for 
the first three games, and then their punish- 
ment commences, and not a club fails to hit 
them for a score or so. This is not the ease 
with Reis, who takes all his punishment in the 
first game and improves in the second. Again. 
most of the “youngsters”? send the ball spin- 
ning over the plate with nothing but speed and 
curves to depend upon, but Reis brings head- 
work into his play worthy of Spalding. In 
terday’s game he carried out his record re- 
versed the verdict of the preceding day. The 
Cincinnatis batted him better in the first € 
than in the second; sodid St. Louis; and the 
same was che case in the Louisville games. 
In Friday’s game the gray “giants” who 
„won and lost” the championship secured 
nine base bits off Reis, and yesterday 
it was all they could do to get four. It was all 
the more humiliating from the fact that all the 
gray-suited players were boasting before the 
game of the ease with which they were going to

That it was easier for them to bat Reis in the 
Tremont House than on the ball park was evi- 
dent to all who were inf attendance. The Chi- 
cago players, on the other hand, dropped on to 
Devlin in away that be despised, and made base- 
hits with so little effort that the audience was 
astonished. They had not expected to see the 
Whites recover so soon from the effects of the 
sleep which they had indulged in dur- 
ding Friday’s game. Instead of bare two,

existence of any base-ball association in the 
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The Philadelphia Zvening Bulletin speaks thus 
sneeringly of the national game: 

The great ularity which the game obtained 
speedily, after its introduction, gave it some sort 
of title to be considered a national“ pastime. 
and there were wise men who regarded the popular 
fonduess for it with peculiar satisfaction because 
they understood that one of the needs of this coun- 
try was some attractive form of athictic sport in 
which young men could engage without jeoparding 
their morals. 

But ali hopes born of that Ame are dead. The 

e has gone the way of many other good things 
in this fair land, our politics among them, and has 
fallen into unworthy hauas. Boys stil) play it for 
amusement and exercise, but, as a rule, the men 
who used to be proud of their membership ina 
base ball club would now rather be suspected of 
almost anything elee than maintenance of ruch an 
affiliation. The game has gone down to the level 
of horse-racing and cock-fights The clubs have 
come under thefcontrol of professionals who play 
for money, and who are much more likely to se!! 
ont a game for the purpose of cheating unsophisti- 
cated betters than they are to engage in honest 
play for the establishment of the reputations of the 
clubs to which they belong. When dlackguardism ap- 
peared hand in hand with gambling and the trickery 
of the gamester, then respectable people began to 
withdraw. and to-day a contest between two clubs 
attracts no more attention from those who used to 
regard such matters with enthusiasm than would a 
dog-fight inan Alaska street cei lar. 

4 is curious to observe in what manner the game 
is assuming the character of a business. There are 
„professional balls, l' authorized bats, and a well- 
detined set of laws for the government of every 
conceivable phase of the contests. The players 
are men who engage in no other form of labor. who 
bear about them the ecars of veterans, and weara 
battered appearance which telle of a hundred nard- 
ly-fonght campaigns. A player who has nota 
mutilated nose or a split thumb, wno has not had 
an eye extinguished by a ball, or had an ear speed 
off, 1s regarded as a man Whoscfexperiences of the 
business have not been sufficiently rich and fruit- 
ful to entitle him to &dmiration. There have been 
piayers Who have died for the cause, who, endeav- 
ortng to stop with their bodies a swiftly-fiying bal! 
have curied up in the fence corner and drifted off 
into the mysterious realms of the hereafter. The 
compact ball, struck by an expert batsman, has 
come to be nearly as dangerous as a missile from a 
firearm, and the  base-ball player, hav- 
in the ordinary human objection 
to becoming an angel, has devised various con- 
trivances for decreasing bis danger. He protects 
his thumbs with padded leather; he covers his 
maniy bosom with wadding; he spikes nis shoes 
with iron to avoid slipping, and now he wears 
about his head and face a sort of wire cage, from 
which he peers upon the feld with an air of a con- 
viet obtaining glimpses of the outer world from the 
window of a penitentiary. As new perils present 
themselves, new devices will be invented. and 
there seems now to be a promise chat the base- ball 
player of the early future wili enter the field as 
heavily armored as a knight of the middle ages, 
and almost as incapable of motion unless he has the 
muscles ofa giant. Perhaps by that time the fleld 
will be covered by a revolving machine, and home- 
rune will be made by somebody turning a crank. 
When that period arrives a feeling of curiosity may 
stimulate popalar interest in the sport. But for 
the present the national game will probably con- 
tinue to excite the enthusiasm of nobody But boys 
and jockies. :

GOLDSMITH MAID’S RETIREMENT. 

It has been announced so many times that 
Goldsmith Maid had been or was about to be 
withdrawn from the turf that the public has 
learned to look upon announcements of. this 
character with suspicion. But now Tus TAW. 
UNE can state with positiveness that, in all hu- 
man probability, the peerless old queen of trot- 
ters will never again respond to the cail of the 
judges’ bell, or shake her clean-cut head in her 
determined way, as she was wont to do when 
making one of her rushes for the lead in a close- 
ly-contested struggle. For several days past it 
has been known among those in the 
stable that the old mare was fail- 
ing rapidly, but it was not until yesterday 
that it was finally decided to cancel ber present 
engagements and send her to the breeding-farm 
of her owner, Henry N. Smith, of New York, at 
Trenton, New Jersey. Budd Boble went out to 
Dexter Park yesterday morning with the inten- 
tion of giving the old mare a trot, but when he 
reached the stable, old Chariey, who has attend- 
ed to the wants ofthe Maid for so many years, 
told him frankly not to have her harnessed; 
that she was dove up, and could not trot a bit. 
He had jogged her for the two preceding days, 
and his practical eye soon told him that the 
mare’s speed nad left her. It was accordingiy 
decided not to ship her to Columbus, O., where 
she has an engagement to trot this week, and 
in the course of a week or ten. days, the 
mare that for six years has stood at the head of 
all trotters, and made a record for speed and 
endurance that in all probability will never be 
équaled, will go to her owner’s farm and be 
used for breeding purposes. Her difficulty is 
understood to bein one of her front legs, the 
tendon of which has given way. She will 
pbably be bred to the stallion Gen. Washing- 
ton, by Gen. Knox out of Lady Thorn, and if a 
colt should be the result, it will be the most 
royally-bred youngster in the land. On account 
ot her age, however, she being now in her 22d 
year, it is doubtful if she will be able to breed. 

DOUBLE-TEAM TROTTING. 

The recent performance of Mr. W. H. Vander- 
bilt’s team, Small Hopes and Lady Mae, when 
they trotted a full mile over the Fleetwood Park 
track in 2:23, was such a remarkable one, and so 
completely eclipses anything of the kind ever 
betore attempted, that this paper has been at 
tome pains to collect the history of the horses, 
as well as some facts regarding other double. 
team performances, as it js not at all probable 
that, with the same weight up, the 2:23 of 
Small Hoves and Lady Mac will ever 
be equaled or surpassed by any other 
team. The .trot alluded to took place 
on the 1ith of September at the close of a colt 
race, Mr. Vanderbilt driving upon the track and 

uesting the judges of that event, who were 
still in the stand, to time his team a mile. They 
consented, and after being warmed up the 
horses went away evenly, trotted the first quar. 
ter in 3444 seconds, the half mile in 1:10, 
passed the three-quarter pole in 1:40, and went 
under the wire in 2:23. This trotting was done 
to a top road-wagon, which with the driver 
weighed 34644 pounds. During the entire mile 
neither of the horses made a skip, and the Whip 
was not used. As above stated, it is not likely 
that this time will soon be equaled, and a few 
fits regarding the team that made it will be of 
interest. 

Tue principal performer was Small Hopes, 
and right here it is proper to say that at the 
close of the trial over Fleetwood Park Mr. 
Vauderbilt stated that during it Small Hopes 
pulled nearly all the load. This horse is one of 
the best known in the country,—in fact, he is 
notorious, being commonly known as the out- 
law of the trotting tuff,” the reasons for which 
will be given further on. Small Hopes is a dark 
bay, or brown, gelding, 10 years old, and was 
sired by Rysdyk’s Hambictonian out of a mare 
said to be by Flying Cloud, and was bred by 
John Minchin, a well-known horseman oi 
Orange County, New York. In 1873 he was 

purchased by J. C. Deyo, of Michigan, bat was 
soon after expelled, together with his owner, 
for an infraction of the rules of the National 
Association. ‘the effect of this expulsion was 
to render the horse practically valueless for 
trotting purposes. Those who controlled him 
kept quiet for awhile, but in the fall of 1875 
projected and executed a ‘“‘ ringing campaign,“ 
the like of which was never known before, and 
which never will be again. They had a horse 
that could certainly trot three heats much 
better than 2:20 over any good track, and they 
entered him indiscriminately in all kinds of 
races all over the country. The horse was 
driven while on this tour by William McGuigan, 
who, in addition to being quite an artist in the 
sulky, wields aready pen. The plan of those 
who managed this campaign was to strike a 
meeting, win a race, collect the money, and 
skip for some other place or 400 miles 
away, where the horse was engaged. 
From Dubuque, they went to Kan- 
sas City, o, from there to Omaha, 
thence to Keokuk, Ia; the next week to 
Wilkesbarre, Penn., then to Washington, etc. 
During this career of fraud the horse trotted 
under several names, being known as Lothair, 
Lapland, and Westbrooke. It was under the 
latter name that he was discovered, his hind 
ankles, Which are white, having been painted 
black to conceal his identity. When the e 
was up his driver published an account ok the 
trip, and made what were then regarded as the 
most improbable statements about the speed 
and endurance of the horse. This campaign of 
fraud brought Small Hopes into prominence, 
and he was purchased by Commodore Vander- 
bilt, who gave another horse and a large sum of 
ready cash for the little brown hero. Aster he 
had been sold his former driver, McGuigan, pub- 
lished a card, in which he said: “As Small 
Hopes in all probability will never trot 
again for a pu stake, or wager, and 
is not for sale, 1 feel at liberty to state publicly 
that Iam contidentas Iam that the sun will 
again rise in the cast that this horsecan, in good 
condition, over the Mystic Park track, trot a 
mile faster than it was ever trotted betore in 
public; and that is not all: he will do it with 
more ease to himself and driver than any other 
horse can that trots in 2:25.”

HE SHOWED THEM SPEED. 

A most amusing incident occurred at the 
Cleveland meeting last weck, in which John 
plan appeared in the role of Zerrible Avenger. 
It was on the first day bf the meeting, and the 
occasion was the race for horses that had never 
beaten 2:45. There were originally eight en- 
tries in this race, but for some reason Bay Tom, 
Barkis, Tom Eyre, London Belle, Lily. Pierce, 
and American Lady were drawn, leaving only 
Cottage Girl and Nigger Tom to start: It was 
known by everybody that the former, who was 
driven by John Splan, had the race at her mercy, 
and there was no speculation. It was a side- 
splitting affair from beginning to end. When 
the word was given for the first heat the horses 
went away on an easy jog trot, and the drivers 
began a pleasant conversation, discoursing to 
each other on various subjects, while their steeds 
jogged along at an easy gait. This was kept up 
alt the way down the homestretch, Splan’s 
horse winning by a length, while John was ad- 
dressing some general remarks to the driver of 
the other animal. The time of this mile was 
5:14, and when it was announced a howl went up 
from the crowd. The judges asked the boys 
what they meant by enacting such a farce on 
trotting, and they explained that they did not 
hear the word given, and went around the track 
oer for the sake of the ride. They were cau- 
tioned to du better in the next heat, and when 
the word was — they went away a littie 
more briskly, and managed to finish the mile in 
2:49! Then the judges were mad. They char ged 
around considerably, and when the horses came 
out for the third heat made no bones of express- 
ing their displeasure at the way things 
had been going, and summarily yanked 
the driver of Nigger ‘om out of the 
sulky and put John Croker up bebindthe horse, 
remarking that they “ would like to see a little 
more speed.“ They saw it sufe enough, but iu 
a very different manner from what they expect- 
ed. The action of the judges had made Splan 
mad, and when the horses came up for the third 
heat his brow was corrugated and a iook of grim 
determination had settled on his usually gen- 
ial countenance. Those that knew him were 
certain that there would be fun. When the 
word go“ was shonted, he sent Cottage Girl 
away at the top of her speed, and soon had Nig- 
ger Tom far in the rear. At the half-mile pole 
the mare was a dozen lengths in the lead, but 
John never quit driving her. He used every 
possible means of accelerating his horse’s 
speed, and sent her under 
in 2:20, having trotted 
twenty seconds faster than the preceding 
one. The unfortunate Nigger Tom was labor- 
ing far in the rear, and was badly distanced, 
thereby depriving bis owners from receiving 
second money. to which he would have been en- 
titled had the flag not fallen in his face. Splan 
recovered his equanimity when he saw that he 
had succeeded in accomplishing his project, and 
mounted the sulky behind Elsie Goou in the 
2:22 race which immediately followed. Accord- 
ing to the Cleveland papers, it was rumored 
that a job had been put up for this mare to win, 
and when Splan appeared behind her she at once 
sold favorite in the pools, although previously 
the betting men had not thought much of her 
chances, the story about a job in her behalf be- 
ing regarded as 4 stiff.“ The change in the 
betting showed the confidence of the specula- 
tors in Splan’s ability as a driver, and was the 
highest compliment that could have been paid 


HIPPODROMES. 

Three of the most celebrated trotting, horses 
in the country—Rarus, Hopeful, and Great 
Eastern—are now making a tour through the 
Western States, Piving exhibitions of speed 
wherever an associetion can be found that is 
willing to put up the cash for them. en 
these horses left New York @ paper announced 
that they had departed on “a starring tour.“ 
Why this journal did not tell the truth and say 
that they had gone on a ‘hippodromi cam- 
paign, it is hard to imagine, as that would cer- 
tainty have *more nearly expressed the truth. 
The majority of papers that take any interest in 
sporting matters have always made it a point to 
denounce hippodroming, principally because 
some one of them inaugurated the practice, 
and the rost all followed suit, 
without stopping to see whether they were 
talking sense or twaddle. They seem to think 
that what is commonly known as hippodrom- 
ing is something calculated to deceive, a device 
whereby the public is misled and defrauded of 
the money whrch it pays to see such exhibitions. 
In point of fact, there is nothing at all to war- 
vant such a conclusion. If Rarus, Great East- 
ern, and Hoperul should conte to Chicago dur- 
ing the uc xt two weeks and be advertised to 
trot at Dexter Park for a purse of $2,000 or so, 
does it follow that the public would believe 
that such arace would be fought out with the 
desperation that characterizes such contests, 
when money hung up by an association is 
divided into four 50 percent of the 
whole amount going to the winning horse, 20 
5 per cent to the second, 15 per cent to the 
third, and 10 to the fourth? Not at all. The 

yublic, if questioned on this point, would wink 
2 collective eve in a significant manner and re- 
ply that in all probability, before leaving New 
York, John Spian, driver of Rarus, Mr. Ol Rich- 
mond, owner of Hopeful, and Mr. George Ham- 
mill, owner of Great Eastern, had a conference, 
in which they agreed that the moneys should be 
divided in an eauftable manner among the three 
horses, the best one to win the races. If Rarus 
should happen to be off“ at any point on the 
line, and Hopeful could defeat him that day, he 
should do so; orif Great Eastern was the speed- 
iest of the party he should be sent to the front, the 
division of the money being in no way affected by 
the result. Such a programme would be per- 
fectly legitimate. Of course, races trotted un- 
der such conditions are not liable to ve long 
ones, as there would be nothing gained b 
splitting the heats, but the crowds that attend- 
ed would not expect this. John Splan, who 
controls Rarus,is pot the man to go into any 
scheme to defraud or deceive the public, and 
last winter, when dd Doble asked him to 
hippodrome Rarus with Goldsmith Maid in Ual- 
ifornia, he consented to do so only with the 
condition that the races should be announced 
as exhibitions of speed merely, and not as 
bona fide contests. He knew that Rarus could 
beat the Maid in more than one of these races, 
bat of course diu not wish to lower his Worse’s 
record of 2:20, as he would have been obliged 
to do in order to defeat the little mare, and was 
determined that there should be no misappre- 
hension about the matteron the part of the 
public. When it was finally 11 to have 
the horses trot at the Bay District track, Oak- 
land, the rietor declared that he would have 
no hip ing; that the best horse must 
win. Splan told him that would be done, and 
Rarus defeated the Maid.

Van Buren 
street, proposed as a subject for discussion the 
following: A saloon-keeper. A, is standing be- 
hind his counter, B. whew a man, C, comes in, 
orders a glass ot beer, D, and offers in payment 
therefor a counterfeit $10 bill, E. A, having 
very little change, and finding C’s appearance 
respectable. says to C, ‘I have no change; you 
can pay me the five cents the next time you 
come round.’ C consents, and A puts the drink 
down on his slate, F. C ted by a detect- 
ive, G, and putin prison, H, for counterfeiting 
and dies there, so that A never gets the five 
cents put on the slate, F, for the glass of beer, 
D. How much does A make by the 

transaction! 

This subject was discussed at length and with 
much acuteness and eloquence. A gentleman 
from Randolph street declined to express an 
opinion, that being a question which never came 
within his sphere. oor Trust, he said, was 
dead; short settlements made long friends, and 
he never gave credit. A second speaker said he 
would have fired him out or taken his hat, 
sure. A third said that it was clear that A was 
$9.95 ahead, because if he had given the man, 
C, that much “a Ky he would have lost it, the 
bill, E, being „In amendment, a third 
speaker suggested that the saloon-keeper would 
only be $9.9) abead, since frum the change he 
didn’t give would have to be deducted the price 
of the beer. This view was, however, combatted 
by another debater, who held that the beer did 
not cost over three cents, or two, arcording to 
the dexterity of the bar-keeper who drew it, 
hence that the par-keeper’s profit was $9.92 or 
$9.93.

THE BROKEN BANKS. 
APPOINTING APPRAISERS. 

The petition of Dr. Turpin, Receiver of the 
Fidelity Savings Bank, to have three experts ap- 
pointed to appraise the value of the bank's real 
estate was again up before Judge Moore yester- 
day morning, the Receiver being represented by 
his counsel, Mr. Dupee, the bank officers by 
Jewett, and certain of the depositors by Mr. 
Gregory. 

Mr. Dupee opened the proceedings by again 
urging upon the Court the reasonableness of 
the petition, and expressing the hope that the 
Court would gram the prayer. 

Mr. Gregory urged the same 2 to the 
petition that he brought forward last week. 

Mr. Jewett objected to the appraisement on 
the ground that it was uno , and a bur- 
den on the estate. The cost of the valuation, 
he believed, would not be far from $25,000, and 
after it was made what had the Receiver got! 
Nothing reliable, nothing that would fix. the 
value of the property for the purposes of con- 
version. If the Receiver wanted consultation, 
or advice, so that the expense would come 
within a few hundred dollars, he should 
not have the slightest objection to allowing 
him that privilege. The bank officers protested 
arainst a minute investigation of the nature of 
these securities by means of an expensive ap- 
praisement. 

The Court called the attorneys’ attention to 
the fact that speculators were buying up the 
depositors’ books, and asked if it would not be 
desirable to get at something like reliable in- 
formation in regard to the value of the assets, 
including the real estate securities, in order that 
depositors might be 1 on their guard against 
disposing of their books. 

r. Jewett said he thought that would be 
accomplished just as well by the method he 
suggested. the Receiver obtained the 
services of three real-estate men, he would be 
in danger of having one or two of them of the 
visionary, enthusiastic sort, while the other 
man might be one of the careful ones who cut 
values down to the lowest notch. Altogether, 
he thought the Receiver could gain as much by 
means of consultation, and at much less ex- 
pense, inste of employing men to do the 
whole work of appraising themselves. 

MR. DUPEE WAS WILLING 
to limit the expense to $2,500, and remarked 
that it was far preferable for the Receiver to do 
the appraising than to have one, or a dozen, or 
fifty of the depositors doit on their own hook. 
he Court did not think the expense should 
amount to more than $500. , 

Mr. Jewett coincided with the Court. 

Mr. Gregory was in favor of a volun com- 
mittee picked out of the depositors, who would 
be interested in the appraisement, and who 
would therefore do the work for nothing. 0 

Mr. Dupee was willi that the expense 
should be limited to $500, but he had no infor- 
mation to warrant him in believing a voluntary 
committee would assume the work. 

The Court asked if it was nct possible for the 
Receiver to return his information to the Court 
in such a way that the speciflators could not 
profit by it, and that the depositors would be 
protected. If the information were spread on 
the records it would be very much to the ad- 
vantage of sharpers anxious to pick up bargains 
in real estate. 

Mr. Dupee had no objection to striking out 
the clause in the order requiring the Receiver 
to report to the Court at once, leaving it to the 
discretion of the Court when he should return 
his report. 

The Court said his idea was that the deposit- 

ors could go to the Receiver and obtain 
information as to the actual value 
of the ‘assets. The Court could not 
be blinded to the fact that there were sharpers 
who were trying to get these depositors’ books. 
It was not the policy of the Court to have the 
valuation made so high that the depositors 
would be deceived hereafter. He desired to 
avoid eit her extreme, so the depositors might 
get at the actual value of the assets. As to the 
expense, that could be cut dewn even lower 
than $500 bv summoning three gentlemen as 
witnesses. [Laughter.]. 
The order was so amended as to grant the 
prayer and authorize the Receiver to employ 
ove or more suitable persons, skilied in the 
value of real estate and other property, to ap- 
praise any and all of the real estate and other 
property in the Reteiver’s hands, and to pay 
such persons a reasonable compensation, and 
re their names to the Court, the expense 
not to exceed $500. The order was satisiactory 
to all the parties in interest. . 

Mr. Jewett said that certain creditors 
already instituted suits against some of the 
stockholders, one of the latter class, who had 
the misfortune to own only $2,500 of the stock, 
having been made a defendant in some fifteen 
suits. It seemed to bim that it might be possi- 
ble for a bill to be filed by the Receiver against 
all these stockholders, so that the assets result- 
ing from that liability might be an asset ia the 
hands of the Gourt, to be administered 
to all the depositors alike, instead of being 
doled out to the different depositors as they 
might get priorities by suit in judgment. 

Mr. Dupee said he had prepared such ‘a bill, 
and would file it during the day. 

Some of the heavy depositors in the Fidelity 
decided Friday to call a meeting in Farwell Hall 
Monday night for the purpose of taking up that 
reorganization scheme, but, owing to internal 
dissensions, the meeting has been given up.

John M. Whitman fil-d an intervening peti- 
tion yesterday in the State Savings Bank case, 
setting forth that in A st last he had 
$1,006.28 in the bank; that his cashier, Isaac G. 
Ogden, owed the bank $600 on a note, and de- 
posited 10 shares of the Chicago & Pacific Ele- 
vator C y as collateral security. Before 
the note fell due, Ogden, with Whitman’s con- 
sent, made an agreement with D. D. Spencer 
the President, that if the note was not renew 
when it fell due Aug. 15 it should be paid out 
of the amount to Whitman’s credit. When 
the note fe due, however, it was not re- 
newed, and Whitman was out of town 
and did not return until after the bank failed. 
Had he been in the city, Whitman says he would 
have drawn a check for $600 against his accoun 
and paid Ogden’s note. He therefore ask 
that the agreement made with Spencer be car- 
ried out, and that the debt of Ogden might be 
set off against $600 of (Whit~an’s) ac- 
count. Judge Williams, however, refused to 
allow the compromise to be made.

} THE CICERO SCHOOL FUND REMAINS TO CICERO. 


Judge Williams yesterday morning decided 
the case of the City of Chicago vs. the Trustees 
of Township 39, 13, involving the question as to 
whether the city was entitled to any of the 
Cicero schoo! fund, given it under the general 
State law. Ip 1869 the city extended its limits 
80 as to take in eleven sections of the Township 
of Cicero, and established city schools within 
The School Trustees have 
since been dividing up the income from the 
school-fund among the remaining school-dis- 
tricts of the township, thus giving them each a 
share nearly twice as large as before 
1860. This seemed rather inequitable, 
and the city accordingly about two weeks ago 
filed a bill to prevent the School Trustees from 
distributing the tunds among the outlying 
school districts alone, and to compel them to 
pay it its share of the income. The motion for in- 

—— —— was made a few days ago and decided 

urday. 

The Judge said that beyond a question the 
Legislature had control of the Schoo} Bund, and 
they had seen fit to place the mahagement 
of it in the hands of the Trustees of 
schools in the various townships. When 
the Legislature of 1869 extended the 
city limits over a portion of the School Town- 
ship 39, 18, it evidently by implication took 
by implication took away all authority of the 
Sehool Trustees over the territory which was 
included in the city limits. The tees lost 
jurisdiction for every purpose over such portion 
under the terms of the law, and also lost all 
jurisdiction over this part when it was set off 
to the city. They could not be compelled to 
4 * a part of the money into the hands of the 
sity of Chicago, especially where the City of 
Chicago could not use it solely for the persons 
that territory, but must 
use it and divert it from the 
speial purposes to which it ought 
to be devoted. The city could not maintain a 
bill, because if it got the money it must neces- 
sarily divert it from the special purpose for 
which it was given as expressed by the Legis- 
lature, and that would be sufficient objection 
to granting the relief asked. But, even if 
under the peculiar circumstances of the case an 
injunction ought to issue, there was another 
objection that the question was pending in the 
Supreme Court in another and similar case. 
The present case ought therefore to be reserved 
until a final hearing and decision by the Su- 
preme Court. That would be had soon, and in 
the meantime a temporary injunction would be 
denied. 

This same question was raised in a petition 
for mandamus about two years ago by the 
School Board of the city to compel the Trustecs 
of Cicero to pay over the proportion due the cit 
ofthe Cicero School Fund. Judge Gary then held, 
as Junge Williams has done now, that there was 
no provision of law for any such division,and de- 
nied the relief asked. The only remedy, unless 
the Supreme Court intervenes by a contrary de- 
cision, is in the Legislature. Certainly the law 
as it is works a hardship to the city. 


THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 
A SALUTARY REBUKE TO UPSTARTS. 

The Chicago Bar Association held its regular 
monthly meeting in its room in the Farwell 
Hall block yesterday afternoon. Jobn A. 
Jewett, the President, occupied the Chair, and 
F. Ullmann acted as Secretary. About twenty- 
five members were present. 

The Treasurer presented his report, showing 
a balance of $954.47 in his hands.

The Committee also reported that E. B. Mc- 
Cianaban had applied for admission to practice 
law at the present term of the Supreme Court 
on atoreign liceuse upon a certificate of moral 
character granted by the Cook County Court 
upon motion of W. W. O’Brien, Esq nder a 
resolution of the Association, the Committee 
have filed suggestions in opposition he ad- 
mission of Mr. McClanahan to the practice of 
law by the Supreme Court. 

The Committee had aleo learned that George 
M. Miller, a tormer Captain of Police, had made 
an application to the Supreme Court for his 
admission to the Bar, on the strength of a 
meee issued to him by the District Court 

f Hamilton County, Ohio, at its June term, in 
1859. The application was made in behalf of 
Miller by Samuel Adler. who but a short time 

reviousiy had himself been admitted on a 
oreign license. An investigation showed that 
the pretended license from the Ohio Court was 
a forgery. The Committee had, tnerefore, made 
a motion before the Supreme Court to set aside 
the license granted to Adler, and for Miller and 
all others connected with the matter to show 
cause why they should not be punished for con- 
tempt. 

Ta report was accepted. 

J.J. Kuickerbocker presented a resolution in- 
structing the Committee of Inquiry to prosecute 
all persons violating the laws of the State by 
publications, in any of the Chicago newspapers, 
concerning divorces. Adopted.

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THE NEW POPE. 
AN ENGLISHMAN OR GERMAN SHOULD BB ELECT- 
ED. 
London Times. 

Rome, Sept. 12.—The Pope is still living, but 
an almost universal conviction prevails bere that 
his end is near. His ordinary medical attendant, 
Dr. Ceccarelli, the only ove remaining after the 
dismissal of Dr. Pelagallo, found him greatly 
exhausted by the visit of the pilgrims from 
Angers, and was bidden not to absent himself 
rom the Vatican during the night. It seems 
uso that in these extremities the reluctance of 
he Pope himself and of his medical adviser to 
call in Dr. Lefevre from Brussels—a speeialist 
iu the matter of swollen legs—has been over- 

by the powers now ruling at the Vatican, 
hat the consulting physician may be daily 
expected. i 

Outside the precincts of the Vatican, Rome 
may be said to be of all the cities of the world 
the very spot least affected by the event which 
seems now at last inevitable and imminent. 
Pius IX. has been so long dying, has been so 
often reported as dead, that the people seem to 
have at last made up their minds to allow their 
former Sovereign to take his .own time, and 
have ceased to look upon. a new Conclave as an 
event in the st lk to affect them for good 
or evil. In higber spheres of the Italian 
Government the contingency that a Pope's 
death may happen, that the Pope may be 
actually dead at this moment, and that the 
fact may be on this, as it was on former oc- 
casions, concealed throughout twenty-four hours 
ot more by the persons about him, would 
seem not to cause the least uneasiness. To all 
outward appearance the present advisers of 
King Victor Emmanuel consider anything that 
may happen at the Vatican as absolutely be- 
neath their notice. It is not impossible that 


there may be some affectation in this apparent 
apathy, and perhaps the actual vacancy of the 
Papal See may show that the Italian statesmen 
did not too blindly abandon themselves to a 
false security, and did not dismiss the Papal 
question as absolutely irrelevant to them. But 
there is no doubt that Italians look ubon that 
question from a point of view altogether differ- 
ent from other peovle, for with them the whole 
knot lay in that matter of the temporal power

SERVETUS AND CALVIN. 
RELIGIOUS BIGOTRY IN THEIR TIME. 
Pall Maul Budget. 

**Servetus and Caivin. A Study ef an Important 
Epoch in the Early History of the Reformation 
By R Willis, M D. (London: Henry S. King & 
Co. 1877.) 

The persecution and death of Servetus at the 
hands of a Protestant community may wel) be 
taken to mark a turning-point in the history of 
the Reformation. It is well known that re- 
ligious toleratich was no part of the official 
doctrine of the early Reformers. The wicked- 
ness of heresy, and the authority of the Church 
to punish it, conid be no less after the Church 
was reformed than before. A.few enlightened 
persons, such as Erasmus, who were in tact 
enlightened to do the rough work f 
an ecclestastical revolution. bad attained 
to something like modern ideas of tolera- 
tion. But. as a rule, ideas of this kind 
spread very slowly, and even the limited 
kind of toleration which satistied orthodox Prot- 
estantism was rather thrust by circumstances 
upon Reformed Princes and clergy than adoptea 
of free will. How narrow the limits were may 
be read in the state of English law in the last 
century,—a state of things of which some ex- 
traordinary vestiges still remain nominally alive. 
Nonconformists not denying the Trinity were 
( ther with Jews, who were on a footing of 
undefined practical toleration) subject oniy to 
various civil disabilities. Papists were subject to 
additional and much more stringent disabilities. 
Persons denying the Trinity or the Christian re- 
ligion gencrally were subject to imprisonment 
and heavy disabilities, amounting for a repeated 
offense to total loss of civil rights. The civil 
laws of other Protestant countries practically 

uired—some, we believe, at this day re- 
—— citizen to belong. in name at least. 
to one a certain number of  recog- 
nized communions. Servetus would have been 
in no danger of capital punishment in England 
at any time after the Restoration; but he would 
have n theoretically liable, till near the end 
of George III. 's reign, to very serious penalties. 
He was something verv different from a mere 
nonconformist, and even the mildest of the Re- 
formers had been moved to very strong lan- 
guage by his doctrines. So much is to re- 
membered, both in fairness to his persecutors 
and to explain the importance of his life and 
death in the general history of religious tolera- 
tion. It so fell out that the proceedings taken 

nst Servetus by the rulers of Geneva, Cal- 
vin being, as Dr. Willis abundantly shows, the 
real mover and leader throughout, exhibited 
this kind of prosecutfon in a specially odious 
light; and the execution of a man whom ortho- 
dox Protestants were by their principles bound 
to condemn, and did condemn, as a heretic of the 
very worst kind gave rise to a scandal which 
brought out in clearand avowed expression 
the rising conviction of Protestants that 
Churches who had renounced the claim of in- 
failibility could not take upon themselves the 
risk of burning men alive for matters of opinion. 
That heretics should not be punished at all 
seemed at that time too wild a proposition to be 
seriously maintained. More than a century 
later the Tractatus Theologico-Politicus of 
Spinoza was furiously assailed by theologians of 
every complexion for affirming—with every pos- 
sible reservation in favor of legal and moral 
order—that religious opinion, as such, is not a 
roper subject forthe censure of human tri- 
b nals. e first step to be made, and a great 
one, was to establish that heretics were to be 
suffered to live. In so far as the sacrifice of 
Servetus contributed to that end, Calvin’s 
wishes that he might be of good example were 
fulfilled, though in a sense very different from 
what he desired. 

The opinions for which Servetus suffered 
were notin themselves of a kind to call forth 
modern sympathies. He was something more 
than an Arian, held -a very peculiar theory of 
the Incarnation, and opposed infant baptism; 
this last point, as Dr. Willis observes, was likely 
to be a svecially damaging onc, as ¢reating some 
sort of association—however. unfounded in fact 
—with the extravagances of the Anabaptists. 
It is difficult to realize the state of European 
culture when learned and virtuous men could 
persuade themselves that it was of vital im- 

rtance whether the term Person, in the theo- 
ogical sense, — to be A as M 

——— or a disposition; but so it is, that the 
substitution of dispostion or dispensation for 
hypostasis was one of Servetus’ capital errors. 
In addition to these weightier matters, Servetus 
somewhere has, Dr. Willis tells us (or did he 
find it in some older canonist i), the curious con- 
ceit that the covenant between God and Abra- 
ham was the first known instance of the inuo- 
minate contract facio ut facias: a conceit sur- 
passed, however, by our countryman Asgill, 
who proved that the covenant in question satis- 
fied all the forms of English 2 
Even in medicine Servetus was not wholly sc 
entific; his practice was so largely tempered 
with astrology as to bring him into serious 
trouble in Paris. It is a singular instance of 
the irony of fate that the one passage by which 
he has earned a genuine though tardy scientific 
fame, and in which Harvey's great rvery is, 
in part, anticipated, long lay buried in the 
“ Christianismi Restitutio,’”—the theological 
work which was the ground of the condemnation 
pronounced at Geneva, and which narrowly 
escaped utter destruction before any copies 
had found their way abroad. ng | two copies 
are known to exist; one of them is that which 
was necessarily preserved by the Genevese au- 
thorities themselves for the pu of the 
prosecution. Besides his one brilliant observa- 
tion or conjecture in —— „there is other 
evidence of Servetus having n really in ad- 
vance of the contemporary standard in thoroughb- 
ness and freedom of research. His speculative 
heresies were accompanied by an approach to 
rational method in interpreting the iptures 
which was. then a novelty in Christendom, 


three or four centuries by the work of Maimon- 
ides and others. career was in some re- 
spects much like Giordano Bruno's; there is the 
same confident versatility, the same arrogance 
in controversy, the same indifference or infatua- 
tion in the face ot pressing danger, lea him 
finally to run upon his own destruction. There 
can be little doubt that he was a man capable, 
under happier circumstances, of adding much 
to the solid sum of human knowledge. The 
loss which mankind has suffered by splendid 
intellects being violently,cut short in the for- 
ward path, or, still worse, rverted from it 
into fields of barre and d y strife, will never 
be computed. But the world is beginning to be 
sensible of it, and those whose predecessors 
were directly answerable for such fatal results 
pow for the most part find it convenient to dis- 
claim as much as possible the means by whose 
unscrupulous and unlimited exercise the power 
they still wie'd has been handed down to them, 
and which some of them at least would not 
scruple to use again if they could.

Nuw Tonk. Oct. L—A thousand graves or 
more, many of them of most curious and tragic 


interest, lie so near to the burrying tread of 


busy walkers on Broadway that, but for the 
slender tron fence which keeps them from such 
desecration, the careless pedestrian could touch 
them with one fpot without taking the other 
from the sidewalk, so close are many of them to 
the crowded street. 

TRINITY CHURCH

GRINKING DEATH’S-HEADs 
on the crumbling tombstones certainly sugges: 
a iaudable desire on the part of surviving 
friends to do something strikingly appropriate, 
though the absurd) y-rdiculous execution of the 
design by the monumental sculptor is calculated 
to give rise to any thoughts but the solemn 
ones they were intended to prompt. The con- 
ventional cherub, as presented to the citizens of 
to-day by the stone-cutter of a hundred and 
fifty or more years ago, w the rough outline, 
reminding one of the jack-o-lanterns the 
bovs used to make by digging out a pumpkin 
and inserting a tallow-candle in the shell. Two 
dots and as many cashes, made by a chisel, do 
duty for eves, mouth, and nose, while 
from the sides of the cheeks, and 
rising far above the head on either 
side, is a curiously-shaped affair, some- 
thing like the Japanese kites the boys of 
the present day rejoice. in, and these ap- 
purtances the beholder is, by. courtesy, to ac- 
cept as wings. The Death’s-Heads are of sim- 
ilar form, but the eyes are larger, the nose is a 
triangular gash instead of a st ht ope, and a’ 
double row of huge, grinning teeth are roughly 
delineated where the mouth should be No 
mere description can, however, convey to the 
reader the grotesque appearance of these effigies ; 
only the pencil of ap artist can give to moderns 
a correct idea of the hideous ugliness of what, 
to the uncultivated people of that day, were 
undoubtedly things of beauty.“ placed there 
in the bumble hope that they might remain “a 
joy forever.”

. While the mames of Smith, Jones, and Rob- 
inson were not unknown in those days, we meet 
most frequently with those of more patrician 
sound. Along the west side are located 
the vaults of the ancestors of many of 
the “first families of New York of the pres- 
ent day,—the Livingstones, Lawrences, Ogdens, 
Desbrosses, Lispenards, Alexanders, Cort- 
landts, Griggs, and many others. Prominent 
among these vaults is that of John Rogers, but 
there is no sculptured chronicle of his having 
been **burnt at the stake.“ Nor is there any, 
even the slightest. mention of his “nine chil 
dren and one at the breast,” so that the. old 
conundrum as to whether his infant family con- 
sisted of ten or only nine members remains un- 
answered. One modest stone bears across its 
face the effigies of no less than four of the in- 
evitable cherubs before referred to. The stone 
is in memory of four „ sons of Samuel 
and Agnes ‘lingley,’’ who * died in their infan- 
cy.“ and if the cherubs are anything like accu- 
rate likenesses of the hapless babes. it is, on tne 
whole, a merciful thing for posterity that 
the quadruplets early vielded up their 
hideous physical organizations. Perhaps the 
most curious, and certainly one of the most 
ancient. inscriptions in the churchyard is found 
on acrumbling stone on the Church street side 
of the yard, and would never be seen by the 
mere Broadway lounger. The following are the 
words, set down literally as to orthography, cap- 
italization, and arrangement:

IDIOSYNCRASIES OF OLD MARBLE-CUTTERS. 
From what has already been said, it will be 
seen that the men who, in the old time, cut let- 
ters on the monuments, must have been not on- 
ly iiliterate,-—a fact which is abundantly shown 
by their spelling and absurd use of capital 
letters. but as mechanics they were exceedingly 
careless, not taking, in many cases, the most 
ordinary care to preserve the proper length of 
the lines or an average size for the le Per- 
haps the most flagrant instance of this sort of 
miscalcula: ion, or rather lack of all calculation, 
is to be found on a stone which now reposes on 
the vorth end of the inclosure, directly under 
the shadow of that towering commercial pile 
known as the “Trinity Buildings.” Where 
many are bad, this is unquestionably the worst. 
We give this curious bit of writing exactly as it

died by reason of the cruelties to which they 
were subjected during their imprisonment. 
The monumeut is of elegant form and propor- 
taons, forty-five fee! high, surmounted by an 
American eagle b over a globe, the 


whole being iu desgn, m „ and finish, 
a perfect counterpart of the upper of 
Trinity spire, which it matches y. The 


inscription is as follows: 

Sacred to tne memory of the brave and good mer 
who died while imiprisoped im this city for their de- 
votion to the cause of American Independence. 

MONUMENTS TO HEROBS. 

The most modern of all the expensive monu- 
ments is one of neat White marble, erected by 
“the members of Empire Engine No. 42 to 
certain of their former members, three of whom 
died of wounds received during the late un- 
pleasantness.” and other three of whom were 
killed at various times While doing their duty as 
firemen with their comrades. The other one of 
the costly mementosis the stone sarcophagus 
erected in bonor of that brave young — 
| whose dying words ave familiar to every school- 
: ‘DON’T GIVE UP THE SHIP.” 

This handsome tomb is in the shape of an 

antique sarcophagus. made of gray stone raised 
on a square pedestal of like material. It is 
about eight feet high, eight feet long, and five 
feet wide, and is inclosed within a neat iron 
fence. It stands directly in the front of the 
lot, within twenty feet of Broadway. and there- 
fore within twenty feet of all who pass. It is on 
the immediate left hand of the path leading to 
the entrance of the church, and must perforce 
be observed by all who enter. Although the iv- 
scriptions are rather long, | transcribe them for 
the benefit of those readers who may not visit 
New York. On the Broadway end of the sar- 
cophagus is sculptured an anchor surrounded by 
a wreath of oak leaves and acorns, and on the 
base beneath are the following words: 
The heroic commander of the frigate Chesa- 
peake, whose remains are here deposited, exhibit- 
ed with his dying breath his devotion to hie coun- 
try. Neither the fury of the battle, the anguish of 
mortal wound, nor the horrors of approaching 
death could subdue his gallant spirit. His dying 
words were, Don't give up the ship.“ 

On the north side the sarcophagus is plain, 
while on the base is inscribed the following: 

In memory of Capt. James Lawrence, of the 
United States Navy, who fell on the let day of 
June, 1812. in the 32d year of his age. in the ac- 
thon between the frigates Chesapeake ana Shan- 
non. He was distinguished on various occasions, 
but especially when, commanding the sloop-of 
war Hornet, be captured and sunk his Britannic 
Majesty's sloop-of-war Peacock, after a desperate 
action of fourteen minutes. His bravery in action 
was equalled only by hu modesty in triumph and 
his magnanimity to the vanquished. In private 
life he was a gentleman of the most genial and en- 
dearing qualities. The whole Nation mourned his 
lose, and the Enemy contended with his Country- 
men who should most honor his remains. 

On the west end of the sarcophagus is graven 
the representation of the stern of aship, with 
the projecting muszles of fifteen cannon. On 
the base are these words: 

JULIA MONTANDEVERT, 
Widow of. James Lawrence. 
Born July 15, 1788. Died Sept. 15, 1865. 

Thus it will be seen that his widow, who never 
married again, survived the hero fifty-two years. 
On the south side of the monument the follow- 
ing inscription appears on the base: 

In memory of Lieut. Augustus C. Ludlow, of the 
United States Navy. Born in Newbury. 1792: 
died in Halifax, 1813. Searcely was he 21 years of 
age when. like the bloommg Eurylaus, he accom- 
panied his Beloved commander to battle. Never 
could it have been more truly said: 

Ilie amor unas erat 
Pariterque in bella vue baut.“ 
The favorite of Lawrence, and his second in com- 
mand. he emulated tae patrictic valor of his 
friend on the bloody decks of the Chesapeake, and 
when required, like him, yielded with courageous 
resignation his spirit to Him who gave it. 
MEMORIAL SLABS. 

Within the church, on either side of the base 
of the organ loft, are two slabs in memorv—the 
one of Dr. William Berrian, who was thirty- 
three years Rector of Trinity Church, and tie 
other to Capt. Percival Drayton, of the United 
States Navy, who distinguished himself greatly 
at Port Royal, at -Sumter, and at 
Mobile Bay. At the taking of Port 
Royal Capt. Drayton was in command of one of 
our ships, while his own brother was in com- 
mand of one of the Rebel forts. For four hours 
and a half did these brothers fight desperately, 
until at last victorv declared itself on the side 
of the Union forces. Such are the chances of 
civil war. In this cage, however, it happened 
that neither of the brethers was wounded. 

AN UNPRETENTIOUS TOMB: 

Perhaps, however, wit“ the single exception 
of Lawrence, more tender interest clings round 
an unpretentious and almost undiscoverable 
tomb which is seen by but few; it lies so close 
to Broadway that it may almost be touched 
with a walking-cane from the sidewalk. Al) 
old New-Yorkers at least will recall the 
melancholy story of a young and most ex- 
ane pe beautitul girl, who, nigh upon a hun- 

red years ago, was taken from her board- 
ing-school by a British officer’ of 
high rank, and by him betrayed and deserted. 
Discarded by her friends, she, with her chiid, 
were found by her father in wretched quarters, 
both at the point of death. The heart-broken 
parent was just in time to receive her last sigh, 
and to close her eyes forever. The pitiful svory 
was written out in book form, and was dram- 
atized and played in every theatre then in the 
country, thus becoming familiar as household 
words to thousands who had no personal know!l- 
edge of any of the parties. Years thereafter 
the officer made sucii tardy reparation as he 
could, by placing a stone tablet with an ex- 
pensive silver head-plate over the remains of 
his dead victims. This silver plate has been 
wrenched off and stolen by sacrilegious thieves, 
and now all that remains to mark the last 
resting-place of these unbappy ones is a plain 
brown stone slab, lying level with the paved 
walks in Trinity Churchyard, and bearing but 
these two words: Charlotte Temple.”

SHALL THE NAME BE CHANGED! 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicago, Oct. 4.—In your paper of two weeks 
ago appeared an article under the above caption 
signed ‘‘ Anglican ’’ that seemed so utterly op- 
posed to the views of the vast majority in our 
Church that | should not have considered it 
worthy of reply had not a motion been made in 
the Episcopal Convention looking to some 
change in the name of our Church. 
The chief point made by the writer of the re- 
markable communication to which I allude was, 
that our Episcopal Church objected to nothing 
or protested against nothing in the so-salled 
„Catholic“ Church, excepting the supremacy 
of the Bishop of Rome, and implied, if he did 
not distinctly assert, that in everything else our 
belief was identical with that of the Roman 
Church, and opposed to the views of the 
„Evangelical“ churches,—“ Metnodists, Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians, and others.” 

Is that sof Then we Episcopalians do not ob- 
ject to transubstantiation, auricular confession, 
mariolatry, and all those other practices tha“ 
Protestants call the *‘ corruptions, heresies, and 
idolatries of the Roman Church.” Providing 
our Bishop lives elsewhere than in Rome, we 
are to approve of all these things, and to signify 
our approval of them we are even to change the 


grand Church, and to declare that we do not and 
never did protest against these manifold errors. 
Now, permit me to say that the great mass of 
our Church do object to all these things, and 
with the fathers of our Church most earnestly 
rotest against them. More than that, we join 
n the protest with the other Protestant sects, 
and will not abjure either our belief or 
our name. We do pot propose to carry 
out our viewS by breaking off from our 
beloved Church, as some of our brethren have, in 
our opinion mistakenly, done; but believing as 
we do that our Church is free enough, and liberal 
enough, and broad enough to hold those of even 
very different views, and that we can worshi 
and commune at the same altar even with 
those who have forgotten much that belongs to 
the faith of our Protestant Episcopal Church. 
we shall not drive them out from us. At the 
same time we shall not abjure our own faith; 
we shall not change the name that bas for hun- 
dreds of years expressed that faith; and if those 
entlemen lean so strongly to the Roman 
hurch, and object so seriously to the Protest- 
antism that is our boast, they may either go out 
and set up their own church, or take the advice 
of Pius to those English Anglicans who de- 
sired to sit in his Ecumenical Council by drop- 
ping their one protest against the Bishop of 
Rome and returning to the bosom of that 
Church nst which they can find no other ob- 
jection.

The Gnobas, a tribe on the west coast of 
Africa, Christianized by the late Bishop Payne 
ot the Protestant Episcopal Church, are de- 
scribed as being industrious, intelligent, and 
possessed of wonderful facility for acquiring 
foreign languages. 


An illustration of the high regard in which 
missionaries are held in China is furnished by 
the fact that to them has been intrusted all the 
money subscribed by merchants in China from 
Singapore to Pekin, with much of that given 
by the Chinese, for refief in the terrible famine 
in the northern districts. 


The Rev. Father Dowd, of Montreal, in ad- 
dressing his congregation lately, spoke of the 
courtesy with which the pilgrims with whom he 
traveled to Rome had been treated by Ameri- 
can and English customs officers, and compared 
them with the Itahans, who levied heavy duties 
on all the presents to the Pope. In that way 
the Germans had to pay $12,000 and the Spanish 
$5,000. 


There is a vew sect iv Russia called the Puri- 
fiers, belonging to the Greek Church, Their 
leading doctrines are that all must marry on 
coming of age, that the husband must be sub- 
ordinate to the wife. and recognize her as the 
head of the family. and that once a week he 
must confess his sins to his wile. it is not 
stated to whom the wife is required to make 
confession. 


The Rev. Dr. Coxe, a prominent Presbyterian 
clergyman, and father of Bishop Cote of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Western New 
York, was asked what he understood Ritualism 
tobe. He replied, It is an attempt to squirt 
the quintessence oJ the media val ages into the 
nineteenth century.“ The Rey. Benjamin John- 
son most hapvilv defines it as the doctrinal 
expression of worldliness.”

He began his work 
among the colored people when there were few 
or no Baptists in that city, but now he can count 
several strong churches formed by colonies from 
his own. 

The Baptists of Boston are in a snarl over the 
aflairs of Paster Pentecost and the Warren 
Street Churcli. His offense and that of the 
church is that they have extended the bospitali- 
ty of the communion table to others than Bap- 
tists. Dr. Pentecost has offered his resignation, 
but his people have expressed their unwilling- 
ness to accept it, and say they will stand by him 
and fight the thing out. The contest promises 
to be an extraordinary one, and will be both bit- 
ter and protracted. 


A story is told of a late benefaction to the 
Cuurch Extension Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church from an old man whom 
Bishop Ames had much interested in the work.

COMBINATIONS OF COLORS. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 5.—The new toilettes dis- 
played at the recent openings exhibit the most 
startling combination of colors, and these are 
not less noticeable in street and visiting cos- 
tumes than in full-dress toilettes. Among the 
latter a favorite combination seems pink and 
Vulcan red. This latter is sometimes desig- 
nated as Sultan red. The pink often varies in 
shade, from a rose-salmon and a flesh-color to a 
plain, decided pink, or a delicate rose-red tint. 
This union of colors is exceedingly novel, and 
in some few cases I have seen it used to ad- 
vantage; but in most it is too bizarre and 
glaring to suit a thoroughly-refined taste. A 
toilette showing the two judiciously blended is 
of faille, satin, and crepe lisse. The dress, a 
Princess robe, is of faille, the foot of the skirt 
trimmed with alcernate pleatings of itself, and 
Ofg@erepe lisse of the same nuance. The 
faille plisses are fringed outon their lower 
edge. The polonaise, which is very tightly 
draped, bas a simulated jacket outlined by 
revers of Vulcan-red satin. A scarf of faille 
lined with the red satin is draped diagonally 
across the front, and is so arranged as to reveal 
a great portion of the satin lining. This vivid 
display is somewhat subdued by a fall of rich 
white lace that which covers the satin. Theelbow- 
sleeves are finished with pleatings of red satin 
and rose-hued crepe lisse intermingled with a 
fall of lace.

of Pittsburg, was passing a point on 
the river just above the viliage or 
landing known as Bradley’s, five miles below 
Devil’s Elbow Cut-off, and about fifteen miles 
above Memphis, when his attention was directed 
to a loud, puffing noise a considerable distance 
up the river. At first he thought it was the 
roaring of a broken ’scape-pipe or the wheezing 
of a disordered engine; but, seeing no smoke, 
and having reason to believe that there was no 
steam craft within hearing distance, below or 
above, he very shortly came to the conclusion 
that the sounds emanated from another source. 


Five minutes passed and the noise continued 
to be heard at brief intervals, and evidently 
getting closer. From the deck of the tow-boat 
a view could be had for 1,000 yards up the 
river, a gradual bend commencing at that dis- 
tance. The sun was almost b below the 
western horizon when, around t bend, there 
rose to view the writhing form of 
A TERRIFIC MONSTER, 
darting impetuously in mid-channel down the 
river. When first seen the leviathan seemed 
more like an immense uprooted tree, floating in 
a semi-perpendicular position song the mid- 
channel. As it neared, however, its horrid pro- 
portions became manifest. The hideousness 
of this aquatic monstrosity is stated by Capt. 
Carraway to be beyond the power of description. 
Its immense pelican bill, from five to ten feet 
in length, the gigantic bull-dog head, and the 
mammoth, slimy neck, upreared high in air; the 
vast tail lashing the waters.into fury, and the 
enormous fins, ten feet in length, sending out 
waves like the roll of aflying boat; the frequent 
dipping of the monstrous beak into the water, 
and spouting huge streams forty feet hich in 
obliaue directions, and the deep, cavernous 
roars that came thundering along at the brief- 
est intervals—all these formed an infernal 
orama that made the blood of the towboat 
Captain and his affmghted crew run cold, and 
their very hairs to stand on end. The monster 
was in the exact wake of the and barges, 
but it traveled with such tremendous velocity 
that turning out of the course was impossible. 
It is believed that its locomotion was at least 
twenty miles an hour, and Capt. Carraway at 
once realized that if the ponderous body, with 
its irresistible momentum, should strike his 
fragile vessel the boat would capsizein an in- 
stant or be shattered to splinters. He was 
making eight miles an hour. On the monster 
rushed, roaring with deafening effect, spouting 
from his horrid bill two streams of water that 
shot forty feet into the air, and fell in torrents 
into the river on either side. 
THE SERPENTINE BODY 
swayed tortuously and with frightful rapidity 
through the muddy waters, while the prodigious 
foreparts of the colossal reptile rose and sunk, 
and swayed like a Stygian horror, threatening 
to swallow and devour all that came, within its 
reach. When withiu 150 or 200 yards, the hor- 
rid reptile, as if it bad just discovered an obsta- 
cle in its track, slackened its precipitate pace, 
and for an instant paused to contemplate the 
nature of the obstruction. Witha tremendous 
snort, so loud, and deep, and sonorous, that it 
gave the boat a tremulous motion, the huge 
creature came to a dead stop, and with 
bill, head, and neck reared 
perpendicularly, seemed like a watery de- 
mon rising from the bosom of the 
deep. Here Capt. Carraway, despite the ter- 
ror that had necessarily ren possession of 
him, obtained a good view of the monster, at 
least the parts that were above water, and his 
description of the horrible spectacle is sufficient- 
ly minute and accurate to deserve reproduction. 
Carraway alleges that there is no doubt the 
monster has a pelican-shaped bill, but that its 
length, which has heretefore been described as 
being five feet long, will measure at least ten 
feet. It appeared more like an immense horn 
than a beak, andin shape was much like the 
pointed sword of the spear-fish, though larger 
and longer, and decidedly more formidable as a 
weapon of offensive warfare. It was from 
through this bill that the monster spouted 
water, the water being thrown from a point 
near the head. Capt. Carraway, who is an old 
whaler, stated that . 
THE SPOUTING, 
unlike that of the whale, which throws its 
stream upward in a straight column, was made 
in oblique directions, and that the volume of 
water spouted, and the height reached, was 
twice as great as that thrown by the whale. The 
head is described to have been four or five feet 
across, black and shining, and its shape beating 
a close resemblance to that of the bull-dog. 
Capt. Carraway thinks the animal bore on its 
head two short horns, but of this he is not cer- 
tain, as the time for observation was very short. 
There could be no doubt, however, as to the 
canine shape of the head, and of the phenome-

Edwin Booth’s New Departure 
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SHAKSPEARE'“S RICHARD, 
EDWIN BOOTH’S NEW DEPARTURE. 

‘Unquestionably the most notable dramatic 
event of the past week was the production by 
Mr. Edwin Booth of the Shakespearean version 
of Richard III.“ It may be safe to say that 
such a departure from the venerable tradi- 
tions will not be indorsed very generally by 
the dramatic profession. We>should be sur- 
prised, indeed, if , did not meet with a This- 
will-never-do”’ from the majority of the older 
actors; and this has already proved to be the 
case to some extent. McVicker himself had 
grave apprehensions for the success of the ex- 
periment, and, although he has found good rea- 
son since the performance to modify his opin- 
ions, he still casts a longing, lingering look be- 
hind at the good old acting edition “ of Colley 
Cidder. Soit will be no doubt with most of his 
fellow-actors and managers until Mr. Booth has 
made his innovation () so universally accepta- 
ble as to wipe poor old Colley and his work 
completely out of remembrance of this genera- 
tion. 

The usual reason assigned for the preference 
of Civber’s claptrap version to the original is 
that the former is the better acting play of 
the two, by which, we presume, is meant not 
that his Richard’ is a finer dramatic creation. 
but that.the representation is better calculated 
to “ bring down the house.” If the experience 
of two evenings may be accepted as a fair 
indication of the reception to be accorded to 
Booth’s yersion for the future, this worn-out 
theory is completely demolished. We may 
never again hear the thunders of the galier¥ in 
response to the familiar “ Off with his head: so 
much for Buckingham,” or Shadows avaunt: 
Richard’s himself again; and that ambitious 
youth who fired the Evhesian dome” will 
be consigned to everlasting oblivion. Yet 
the actor will find ample compensation for 
the loss of this kind of applause—which is di- 
rected, not at the acting, but at the bombastic 
utterances—in the appreciation of the more in- 
telligent observers. It was noticeable that Mr. 
Booth won more applause tor his acting on 
Tuesday and Wednesday than he ever aid in 
his former representations of the character. 
And this despite the utter absence of rant and 
claptrap, which have hitherto disfigured the por- 
trait in the hands of the best theatrical artists. 
Indeed, his self-repression throughout was truly 
admirabie. In place of the old, noisy Aichard, 


who in truth was nothing but a vulgar butcher, 


—‘‘a fine old-fashioned tyrant all of the olden 
time,’’—we. were presented with a skillfui de- 
limedtion of the profound dissembier that 
Shakspeare drew,— 

Who clothes hie naked * 
With old odd ends. stolen forth of Holy Writ, 
And seems a saint when most he plays the devil. 

There are none of the subtle traits of character 
in Richard which Shakespeare painted in some 
of his philosophic ues, as, for example, in 
Jago. He is simply a bold, ambitious schemer, 
who makes up his mind from the first to wade 
through slaughter to the throne. He has no pity, 
no remorse; he does not start like Macbeth at 
the sight of blood; be revels in it, and laughs 
at the idea of such things as compunctious 
visitangs. His hypocrisy is as barefaced as his 
other villainies. e takes a keen delight in hie 
art of dissembiing, and in his march onward to 
the summit of bis ambition he only pauses to 
chuckle over bis success and laugh at the poor 
dupes he deceives into concert with his designs. 
Such a character, one might say, requires by 
no means the highest histrionic 2 for its 
representation. It is a picture that is to be 
drawn in rough, bold outlines, and this is what 
Mr. Bootn has done. His acting is vivid and 
strong, full of those sudden flashes of fiery ve- 
hemence which have been a characteristic of the 
best of the Booths. Among the best of his 
scenes may be noted that in which he suddenly 
drops the mask with Hastings and commands 
yo g be chop off his head. It wag as if a 
fiend sprung out of a monk’s cowl. The 
wooing of Queen Anne, and the other no less in- 
teresting wooing of Biizabeth for the hand 
of her daughter, were each masterpieces. There 
was an admirable bit of acting, too, in the scene 
where he yields to the citizens, and accepts the 
crown. In the Cibber version, Richard is made 
to utter a wild apostrophe to the crown— — 

Oh, how its awful glory wraps my soul, 
which is one of Coiley’s flights. This, of course, 
is eliminated. Mr. th waves an adieu to the 
departing citizens, and turns round with a look 
of keen exultation, when he suddenly pesceives 
the Bishop. The gem suppression of his real 
feeling aud the quick resumption of the mask of 
gunctity— Come, let us to our holy gear again” 
as a copsummate piece of stege effect. 

In the tent scene adheres strictly to 
Shaks and delivers very effectively a 
difficult soliloquy; and im the death scene 
he drops a deal of necdiess stage 
fencing. His death of Hichard§ can 
be compared to nothing that has been seen on 
the stage since Salvini’s death of Vihello. He 
receives the fatal thrust; there is one brief 
quiver of agony, one spasmodic effort to rush 
upon his adversary; then aleap into the air; 
then a horrible fall head downward, and there 
was an end oi him. The bioody dog is deai.” 
He dies like a dog. It is painfully realistic, but 
thoroughly characteristic. 

On the whole, Mr. Booth is to be congratu- 
lated on his Richard. If it does not supersede 
the Colly Cibber version it will be mainlv owing 
to the circumstance that it requires the aseist- 
ande of a larger number of good actors. But 
we have no hesitation in predicting that, once 
the public become familiarized with the present 
version of Mr. Booth, they will be content to 
let Colley Cibber remain ou the shelf.

DIONYSIUS REDIVIVUS. 
A CASE OF MANAGERIAL BULLDOZING. 

Boucicault and Sothern are the most skillful 
advertisers in the theatrical profession. The 
only difference between the two is, that while 
Sothern very often lets his tendency towards 
practical jocularity run away with him imto an 
unsolicited notoriety, Boucicault is unintermit- 
tingly laying his plans and watching his oppor- 
tunities. His audacious letter to Disraeli in be- 
alf of the Fenians was a clever ruse to 
make his name popular among the Irish people 
and put money in his purse. His letter to the 
North American Review on The Decline of the 
Drama was in like manner calculated to 
awaken a widespread controversy, and that he 
did not miscalculate was evidenced by the fact 
that hardly a newspaper of any prominence 
failed to utter some reply to bis animadver- 
sions. This was precisely the effect intenaed to 
be produced, and he meant it to be produced 
just at the proper time,—namely, a little while 
in advance of the production of his new come- 
dy. And now note the result. Marriage,“ 
Mr. _ Boucicault’s new comedy, which was 
brought out at Wallack’s last Monday, and sim- 
ultaneousiy at ‘Philadelphia, bas met with the 
almost unanimous condemnation of the New 
York critics. They condemn it heartily; and this 
was exactly what the author wauted them to do. 
Had he not inditea that famous epistie on the 
decline of the drama, in which he assailed the 
newspaper critics so vehemently, they might 
have passed the play over with taint 

raise, but that would have afforded 

im uo opportunity of raising a row. Aud it 

was a row that he desired, and a highly inter- 
esting row he has 8 to raise in the East 
over his new jog he Philadelphia critics 
praised it, the New York critics sneered it down, 
and the author himscli—who seems to have 
command over unlimited space in the New York 
dailies—turns round and deals hard blows at the 
critics. He has been spinning out ſuterviews by 
the yard, all contributing to the renown of his 
new drama. He cleverly.taunts the critics into 
ever fresh recriminations, aud so keeps his name 
and his work before the world. 
The only New York paper which finds his 
„Marriage altogether lovely is the Graphie, 
which says the plot is unusually good for the 
groundwork of acomedy. * The wit and humor 
of the play are ofa very high order. The audi- 
ence is kept constantly surprised and delighted 
not only at the novelty of the situations and 
dramatic effects, but at the sprightiiness, vi- 
vacity, and real wit of the dialogues. Another 
merit of Marriage is its cleanness. The story 
is told in a series of scenes which describe the 
day before the marriage, the wedding-morning, 
the wedding-evening, the day after the wedding, 
and the first of the honeymc on.“ 

On.the other hand, the Sun says it is bad, and 
goes on to show why: “In tne first place, 
*Marriage’ is not mteresting. Itis devoid of 
plot. That which Mr. Boucicault has endeay- 
ored to substitute for one is an undeverminate 
narration, illustrated and brightened by inci 
denis that do not grow out of it, and only add 
60 its bulk. The interest of the spectator is 
frittered away on showy and clever irrelevan- 
cies. The main thread is so slight that the ep- 
igrammist hung ali his rhetoric on to conceal 
his poverty ot invention.“ 

The World characterizes the play as a non- 
descript work, glittering with tinsel, brilliant 
with cheap wit, and successful — by reason 
of its clap-trap. The play has neither a natural 
character, a powerful individualism, nor a rea- 
sonable sequence in the plot.“ 

The Tribune says: In one essential element 
of comedy it disappoints, and the lack of this 
element will always debar it from any hold up- 
on the popular heart; it is deficient of ennobling 
spirit. Marriage is crystallized around an ex- 
tremely complicated story, but it is not a story 
that is either interesting or representative, or 
one from which anything is to be derived but a 
passing laugh., There is but little attempt at 
characterization.” 

The Heraid; It has no strong and clear dra- 
matic purpose, and that interest becomes lost in 
the labyrinth of minor plots. There is no well- 
sustained development of an ideain which the 
spectators can become absorbed : no fate, either 
comic or serious, held in susper®e; no climax 
logically and powerfully wrought out, but in- 
stead of these a crowd of inherently disconnect- 
ed situations, artificially fastened together, and 
forced into the semblance! a natural plot by 
the will and skill of the writer. 

The Times, It brings together many impor- 
tant personages and embraces half a dozen plots, 
with comparatively little action. 

But Boucicauit, who must know better than 
all the critics put together, says: As a literary 
work, I think it is superior to either of them 

„London Assurance“ and Old Heads and 

‘oung Hearts“), being a truer comedy in that 
sense. It is what is termed an epigrammatic 
comedy more in the vein of the older school 
Congreve, where the dialogue is composed of an 
uninterrupted chain of epigrams. This style 
of play requires a wakeful audience to catch the 
points as rapiily as they are made. I have 
written this work to test as far as Ican the 
question whether there is really a taste fora 
higher and better class of writing pow than has 
existed during the past teu years. In my judg- 
ment, it is the best work of this calibre that I 
have written.” 

In reply to the Aerald’s supplementary notice 
of the work, Mr. Boucicault writes: You say 
the weak spot ot my work is the absence of sus- 
tained dramatic interest. I hold that the feel- 
ing of interest (which is the suspense of the 
mind while entertaining a sequence of incidents 
tending to an apprehended castastrophe) is an 
element of drama, but not of comedy. Such an 
interest we find in Tue Two Orphans,” or 
Led Astray,"’ or the “ Lady of Lyous,” but we 
do not find it in As You Like It,“ nor in the 
„Midsummer Night’s Dream,“ nor in “Love 
for Love.“ These are pure comedies. When 
we introduce sustained dramatic interest into 
comedy we infuse sentiment into the action and 
thereby obtain what is called a mixed play,— 
such is Money by Buiwer, which is nota 
pure comedy, but rather a serious subject 
treated with comic means. The subject of pure 
comedy should be the development of character, 
and the treatment should be wholly epigram- 
matic. The plot which in drama is superlative 
in comedy is subordinate. But in these 
melodramatic, sensational society drama days 
such a work may not be apprec I offer

He will doubtless accomplish as much as he aid 
for the Brooklyn Philharmonic, which during his 
administration has been in the ful! tide of pros- 
perity. Mr. Thomas will not travel, but remain 
in New York until May 1, 1878, when he will de- 
part to fulfill his engagements in the West.

The total attendance at tue twenty-three per- 
formances was 51,003, an average of 2, 257 at each 
concert. The greatest attenuance appears to 
have been twenty-six persons less than 4, 000, 
which was on the occasion of Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony, on Thursday night of the second 
week. The Jargest evening audience of that un- 
fortunate chilly third week was also on the 
Symphony night, and the first really great 
audience of the season was on the first Symphon 
night, when ‘* Beethoven's Sixth“ was played. 
The slimmest andience was on the raw Wednesday 
afternoon of the last week, being only 1,120, At 
an average between the two rates of admission— 
that is to say, at 37% cents, the receipts would 
foot up $19,464, and the pay of the Orchestra is 
understood to have been near $13,000. This 
leaves a handsome margin for other expenses and a 
fair profit, not to mention the $5, 190 30 taken in 
for fare on the inclimed plane. and the profiton the 
enormous destruction of beer and pretzels.

--Mgr. Darboy’s Martyrdom. 


By Whom and How the Hostages, 
Priests, Judges, and Bankers 
Were Cruelly Buteh- 
ered-=-Ete.

What with our recent experience of ‘mob law 
in America and the attempt of certain agitators 
to establish in the United States the Commune, 
the history of the Commune in Paris in 1871 
will be found to possess for Americans addi- 
tional interest to that which it must always pro- 
voke. There was no more bratal and cowardly 
episode of that “ red-foot fury of the Seine” 
than the massacre of the hostages and the 
butchery of the Dominican priests, the full 
story of which is now told for the first by 
Maxime du Camp.

On the warrant Dacosta 
wrote the following brief order: Keep this 
riffraff te be shot.“ Two vans were pressed 
into the service and forty of the hostages carted 
away under guard; the remaining fourteen 
went next day. It may be said that on the 25th 
the food supplied at Mazas gave out; shells 
were falling on the prison, and the streets with- 
out were swept by builets where an engagement 
was raging between the regulars and a federal 
barricade, and the Keepers, when Garreau ordered 
them to fire the prison, refused, disarmed and 
locked him up, and set free all the prisoners 
who cared to escape. Others,more prudent, 
staid within its walls. At evening a company 
of Versaillese engineers occupied the prison. 
“Where is the Archbishop!” asked the 
Captain. “Taken away.” “Bring out Gar- 
reau.” He was brought out and handed over 
to the soldiers. There were no formalities then, 
and the men needed no detailed instructions. 
They took him out upon the footpath and shot 
him.

Of course those 
who believe in him believe that he is sound 
and pretty near infallible; and those who do 
not believe do not hesitate to say that he is 
shallow and bombastic, his power lying in his 
enormous conceit. These non-believers do not 
deny that Mr. Cook bas taken clever advantage 
of the schools, not for the purposes of truth, but 
to support his own theories. He is well read 
to that extent that imposes upon the ordinary 
listener; for the ordinary —— has an immense 
respect for one — can quote largely from 
at names.”

Cook. For my own part, Ido not hesitate to 
say that I think the breadth of mind and the 
philosophy of a man who can write and deliver

debatable questions. The lecture opens with 
the question. Which city has the greater right 
to an attitude of intellectual haughtiness, Bos- 
ton or Edinburg?” Aftersumming up avariety 
of the advantages of Edinburg, there comes this 
question and statement. 

Can Boston produce the equal of John Knox or 
Thomas Chalmers’ What periodical of the same 
class have we better than Slackwood's Magazine, 
as edited by a Lockhart and a Wilson’ What quar- 
terly have we here in Boston more famous than The 
Edinburg Review, with Francis Jeffrey, and Sidney 
Smith, and Horner, and Macaulay, and Brougham 
behind it? This Edinburg, true to the deepest in- 
spirations of conscience in her Scotch heart and 
intellect, knelt down lately on the shore of the 
North Sea, and was willing to have her devotions 
led by an American evangelist; and shall Boston, 
on this Puritan and Pilgrim shore, stand stupidly 
stiff when asked to kneel’ 

Dickens wrote in his last years, that he regarded 
a Boston audience as next to an Edinburg au- 
dience, but that this was a high compliment to 
Boston; for he regarded 
perfect. 
What if Boston in 1877 should receive, as well 
as Edinb did in 1874, evangelists thrice more 
emphatically approved by experience now than 
they were then’ Whatif we should put ourselves 
as thoroughly as Edinburg did hereelf into the 
attitude of a telescope focused on the sun of re- 
ligious truth, and ready, therefore, to cause an 
eof the sun to spring up in the chambers of 
the instrument’ Weare proud of our lenses: are 
we willing to adjust them’? Once adjusted, even 
— human lenses, by fixed natural law, may 
down a star or a sun into the soul; and, al- 
though the light is from above, the adjustment is 
our own. Are we willing to bring the axis of 
adjusted, spiritual, telescopic thought in Boston 
into complete coincidence with the line of the 
keenest rays of conscience, and of seif-surrender 
to God, and see what the effect will be in the 
starting-up within usof a light otherwise unat- 
tainable, and hot enough to burn up oar tempta- 
tions, — hot enough to parge whatever of politics, 
or commerce, or social life, is heid in the focus of 
the rays, —hot enough to sear the wings of the dol- 
orous ahd accursed skepticisems which flutter not 
a the Boston noon, but through the Boston 
dusk, and endeavor yet to build homes for them- 
selves ip last year's birds’ nests, like Paine's for- 
gotten books, and Parkerism, and small philoso- 
phy, and free religion and materialism?’ 
The lecturer after this goes on to show how 
“ Edirburg, with all her haughtiness,’’ entered 
into the work of Moody and Sankey. And he 
gives a long list of the names of Professors who 
affixed their signatures to a call the evangelists 
issued to Scotland, and then inguires: 
Will Boston do anything like this’ Will Harvard 
University do what Edinburg University was proud 
to do to carry men on a vigorous current of calm 
thought into self-surrender to God’ I wish to 
epeak with due reverence of this city; but I am not 
of the opinion that Boston is entitled to more in- 
teliectual renown than Edinburg: and yet, in Ed- 
inburg, the students came out by thonsands to hear 
religious truth. and to have a personal application 
made of it to themselves, not altogether by the 
evangelist, but by the spirit of the time.

WHY SHOULD N DO ANYTHING LIKE runs 
And why should Harvard University do what 
Edinburg University did because of this exam- 
le? And what if Edinburg, with all her 
aughtiness, was willing to have her devotions 
led by an American evangelist? Was all this 
any reason why Boston and Harvard should 
make fools of themselves by going back a cen- 
tury into the superstitions and dogmas of 
another age? One might well ask how Mr. 
Cook thinks an intelligent public is go- 
ing to accept all this comparison, except by 
asking him what he means by making it, for it 
proves nothing, and has not a single spiritual 
argument; instead, it simply says: Look 
— J know; those Edinburg folks are very 
the world, and have a much greater 
& than you have, and they did this 
thing. Therefore, if you want to take a front 
rank, you'd better follow suit.” 
Another question, too, which the liberal Bos- 
tonian might ask is. How long is it since the 
latest —— . of truth or ere could 
brag of its numbers of followers?”

INSANITY IN ENGLAND. 


Alarming Increase of Lunacy in the King- 
dom of Great Britain. 

The annual report of the English Commis- 
sioners in Lunacy shows that there were on the 
Ist of January, 1877, 66,636 “lunatics, idiots, 
and persons of unsound mind’’—registered as 
such—in England and Wales. There were also 
found by inquisition 252 lunatics who reside in 
charge of their committees, making the total 
66,888; taking the 66,636 under the public 
charge, they were made up of 80,165 males and 
36,471 females; 7,597 were private patients. of 
whom 4.087 were males and 3,510 females; and 
the balance, 59,039, were pauper paticnts; of 
these, 26,078 were males and 32,961 females. It 
will be seen that among the private !unatics the 

preponderate, and the femaies among the 
payer lunatics. 

e following table shows that the registered 
insane is largely on the increase, whether view ed 
in absolute number or in relation to population 
generally. The numbers are stated at intervals 
of years, from 1859 to 1874, and thence 
yearly to 1877:
